CHURCH OF ENGLAND HEAD 
FEARS FOR VULNERABLE AS 
PUBLIC SPENDING SLASHED

A HIGH-ranking Tory MP 
has hit back at criticism by 
the Archbishop of Cant¬ 
erbury that government 
spending cuts are putting 
vulnerable people at risk. 

Dr Rowan Williams told KoS this 
week that he wished councils had the 
option to make budget cuts to servic¬ 
es over a longer period of time, and 
that he was worried some people 
would continue to be worse off even 
after the economy has recovered. 

But Sevenoaks MP Michael Fallon 
- the deputy chairman of the 
Conservative Party and a member of 


the influential Treasury select com¬ 
mittee - denies the Government is 
failing to protect the most vulnerable 
members of society 
Dr Williams spoke to KoS during a 
visit to a new 21-bed sheltered accom¬ 
modation project in Canterbury, pro¬ 
vided by the Kent-wide homeless sup¬ 
port charity Porchlight. 

He said: “There’s not a lot of public 
funding available and there’s going to 
be less. I think all councils are in a no- 
win situation at the moment, squeezed 
between a rock and a hard place. 

“I could wish they were a little more 
forward planning when the cuts come 
in, saving over a certain period rather 
than doing it all at once, because you’ve 
got to make sure the vulnerable are 
protected - that has to be the priority. 

“The worst thing that could happen 
is as we’re getting some level of pros¬ 
perity back for the country, we leave

Massive sperm 
whale beached 

LARGE crowds gathered on a Thanet 
beach when a 45ft sperm whale emerged 
from beneath the waves.

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Massive dead 
whale washes 
up on beach

STUNNED seasiders crowded 
onto a Thanet beach when a real- 
life monster from the deep was 
washed in by the tide. 

The 45ft sperm whale was dead by the time 
it was spotted at Pegwell Bay on Thursday 
morning, leaving council officers, police and 
coastguard teams with the decision of what 
to do next. 

“It was a long way from home and should 
have been in very deep waters,” said Jon 
Brooks, a member of British Divers Marine 
Life Rescue. “It’s very rare to have something 
of this size wash up in Kent. It would be very 
difficult to identify how it arrived here.” 

The creature, thought to weigh about five 
tonnes, washed up near the Pegwell Bay 
Hotel at high tide overnight. 

But by the time the coastguard was noti¬ 
fied by a dog-walker at first light, the tide 
was already starting to come in again. 

“We couldn’t get close enough to it at first 
so it was virtually impossible to ascertain if it 
was alive or dead,” said Mr Brooks. 

“Sperm whales can hold their breath for up 
to an hour with very little movement, so it’s 
difficult to tell at the best of times. But we 
launched one of our boats and had a closer 
look, and it became clear that it was dead. 

“Whales usually carry parasites on their 
backs but there were none on this one, so it 
may have been dead for a couple of days 
before it washed up.” 

Sperm whales are so called because their 
heads contain large quantities of a substance

originally thought to be sperm, but which sci¬ 
entists believe is actually more likely to help 
the creature alter its buoyancy while diving 
to great depths. 

They also have the largest brain of any 
creature known to have lived on Earth. 

‘We were advising people not to go too close 
to the whale once the tide went back out,” 
said Mark Clark of the Maritime and Coast¬ 
guard Agency. “Some people seem to have a 
primal need to put their kids on its back and 
take lots of photographs when these crea¬ 
tures are full of bacteria and can spread dis¬ 
ease, which we obviously want to avoid. 

“You’ve also got to remember that it’s a 
dead body, so it can get pretty smelly.” 

Although smaller creatures are known to 
appear on Kent’s beaches, it has been more 
than a decade since a similarly-sized beast 
has turned up on the county’s shores. On that 
occasion in the late 1990s a killer whale was 
helped back into the water at Pegwell Bay, 
only for it to die a short time later before 
washing up in Sandwich. 

Earlier this year thousands of dead crabs 
appeared on Thanet’s beaches, with environ¬ 
mentalists believing they caught hypother¬ 
mia as a result of lower sea temperatures.

the most vulnerable worse off than before.” 

Councils currently have little option but 
to make huge savings over the next finan¬ 
cial year due to the front-loading of cuts 
imposed by the Coalition. 

Kent County Council, for example, must 
save £95m this year, then £65m in 2012-13. 

Porchlight has reported consistently high 
numbers of homeless people needing assis¬ 
tance, and fears this will increase as access 
to benefits is reduced. 

But Mr Fallon defended the Govern¬ 
ment’s position, claiming policies were in 
place to ensure the most vulnerable mem¬ 
bers of society are not left to suffer. 

He said: ‘We’re taking a million low-paid 
people out of income tax, increasing the rate 
of child tax credits, and introducing the 
pupil premium that will provide more fund¬ 
ing for schools in disadvantaged areas. 

“The point of the welfare reforms is to end 
the abuse whereby people who don’t work 
end up in large, expensive houses that 
hard-working taxpayers cannot afford. 

“It’s up to the Archbishop to speak as he 
sees fit, but people should also look up what 
he said in the past about how the previous 
Labour government plunged us so deep into 
this debt to begin with.” 

Mr Fallon was referring to comments 
made in 2008 when Dr Williams likened 
then-Prime Minister Gordon Brown’s plans 
to boost spending in a downturn as like “the 
addict returning to the drug”. 

The head of the Church of England visited 
Craddock House in Canterbury to lend his 
support to a new Porchlight campaign to 
tackle homelessness in Kent. 

The charity is asking members of the pub¬ 
lic to report evidence of homelessness in the 
hope it will allow its volunteers to find and 
help more rough sleepers. 

A pilot of the scheme run in Shepway, 
Ashford, Sevenoaks and Tunbridge Wells at 
the end of last year saw the number of calls

to Porchlight’s free helpline rise from 723 in 
the previous month to an average of 900. 

Dr Williams said: “One of the great things 
Porchlight does is raise people’s awareness. 

“It’s always an inspiration talking to peo¬ 
ple in these circumstances. You feel they’ve 
been pulled back from the brink and given 
the chance to stand on their own two feet.”

Castle’s starring role in

ROCHESTER Castle hits the sil¬ 
ver screen this week in the latest 
movie blockbuster - even though 
the film was shot in Wales. 

Ironclad, starring James Purefoy and 
Brian Cox, is a £15 million action thriller 
about the siege of Rochester Castle in 1215. 

But the 13th century castle in the heart of 
Medway doesn’t appear in the movie - film¬ 
ing was done at a replica built at Dragon 
Studios in Rhondda Cynon, Taf, south Wales. 

Medway Council is hoping the film, which 
opened on Friday, will boost interest in the 
building, and filmgoers will get free entry to 
the castle this month when they present 
their cinema stub to staff at the historic site. 

The film relives one of the most prominent 
dates in English medieval history, as the 
despised King John, who is forced to sign a 
Magna Carta upholding the rights of free 
men, goes back on his pledge and tries to 
regain control of his country. 

Rochester Castle stands as a symbol of the 
rebels’ struggles for freedom as it becomes 
the last castle between the King and 
inevitable victory, and a battle ensues.

from Lock, Stock and Two Smoking Barrels, 
and James Purefoy from A Knight’s Tale. 

Medway Council’s portfolio holder for com¬ 
munity services, Cllr Howard Doe said: “This 
film is an opportunity for people to relive a 
momentous part of the area’s histoiy.

Newborn baby’s 
body exhumed 
in hunt for killer 


THE body a baby girl who was killed nearly 16 
years ago is to be exhumed in a cold case mur¬ 
der investigation. 

Newborn ‘Baby April’, as she was nicknamed 
by the investigation team, was found by a cou¬ 
ple walking alongside Singleton Lake, 
Ashford, on April 3,1995. 

She was wrapped in a Kleenex toilet tissue 
bag inside a Motaworld carrier bag. 

A post mortem examination revealed she 
had died of asphyxiation. 

A murder inquiry was launched and, despite 
an investigation by Kent Police at the time, the 
parents of the baby were not identified and no- 
one has been held to account for her death. 

The baby weighed 71bs and is believed to 
have been bom between March 26, and April 
3, 1995. She was later buried in the Bybrook 
Cemetery in Kennington, Ashford. 

Officers from Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate’s Cold Case Team have 
sought authority from HM Coroner to have 
the body exhumed so a forensic examination 
can be carried out to try and obtain a DNA 
profile of the baby. 

Det Insp Dave Withers said: “It is impor¬ 
tant that we use advances in forensic tech¬ 
nology to help us identify who the parents of 
this child are. We have exhumed the baby for 
that purpose. 

“We want to hear from anyone who may 
have information regarding baby April. 

“We are keen to appeal to the baby’s mother. 
We want to hear your side of the story. 

“We understand you may be worried or 
frightened by what happened, you may have 
been a young girl at the time and you may not 
have been alone. 

“I urge you to contact me, I have specially- 
trained staff you can speak to. They will listen 
to what you have to say and you will be dealt 
with sensitively and compassionately.”

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New range of crisps celebrates a taste of the Garden of England 


Fine flavours 
are in the bag

A NEW range of crisps was 
launched this week reflecting the 
diverse flavours and landscapes 
of Kent. 

Cheese from Canterbury, cider from 
Biddenden, oysters from Whitstable and salt 
from the coastline are all ingredients in 
Kent Crisps which were launched at Quex 
Park Estate, Birchington. 

They are now on sale at pubs, delicatessens 
and tourist attractions across the county 

The four flavours now on the market are 
oyster and vinegar, Ashmore cheese and 
onion, Biddenden cider vinegar and sea salt. 

Quex Foods is behind the new crisps, 
which were the brainchild of the firm’s man¬ 
aging director, Anthony Curwen. 

“Farming alone used to support an estate 
like Quex but now we know we have to 
diversify,” he said. 

“I came up with the idea of the crisps, I 
wanted to give people the chance to experi¬ 
ence the tastes of Kent on a plate. 

“Tourism and agriculture are synonymous 
within the county. People come here to 
admire the landscape and that is largely 
manmade as the countryside has been 
farmed for centuries.” 

Mr Curwen is a former chairman of the 
county branch of the National Farmers’ 
Union and so was keen to show off the pro¬ 
duce of Kent. 

The potatoes which form the crisps are 
grown in fields around the village and vari- 
ties include Lady Rosetta, Lady Claire, Lady 
Jo and Hermes. 

Flavourings come from Canterbury-based 
Ashmore Cheesemakers which produce a 
cheddar-style taste and texture. The cheese

is muslin-wrapped and pressed for two days 
in traditional 19th century presses before it 
is unwrapped and placed on aged pine 
shelves to mature for at least five months. 

Oyster powder is the savoury taste of 
another of the selection, the shellfish have 


had connections with Whitstable since 
Roman times. 

The cider produced at Bidden Vineyards - 
Kent’s oldest - flavours another one of the 
snacks while sea salt, which gave its name 
to the medieval village of Seasalter is the 
last in the range. 

Each pack contains information on the 
flavourings and their links with Kent - as a 
sort of edible tourist guide. 

“Kent is the Garden of England and this is 
something we have tried to reflect,” said Mr 
Curwen. “Other counties may have their 
own specialities, but we are the one which 
can produce almost everything. 

“This is just the start as well. We want to 
expand our range and sell in different parts 
of the country, showing the rest of Britain 
the unique tastes of Kent.” 

Quex Foods Park Estate is the parent 
company of Quex Foods and the launch saw 
dignitaries from across the county sampling 
the range. 

Chairman of Visit Kent Amanda Cottrell 
said: “They are delicious. It shows what a 
range of foods we have in the county. It real¬ 
ly makes no sense to import food when we 
have such quality here. 

“Kent Crisps, that is alliteration and that 
is poetry.” 


Hit and run death 
driver locked up 

A RAILWAY worker who knocked a man off his 
moped and left him lying in the gutter dying 
has been sentenced to seven years in jail. 

Danny Bourne, 27, was driving on the wrong 
side of the road and had been drinking when 
he hit Adrian Hyde on the Canterbury Road in 
south Willesborough at around 5am on 
October 26, 2009. 

Bourne then drove off, along with his two 
passengers, leaving the postman on the road. 
He died within two hours from multiple injuries. 

A jury at Maidstone Crown Court unani¬ 
mously found Bourne, of Bredlands Close, 
guilty of causing death by dangerous driving. 

He was also disqualified from driving for six 
years and will have to take a re-test to regain 
his driving licence. 

Bourne had pleaded guilty to failing to stop, 
failing to report an accident, and failing to noti¬ 
fy police details of the driver when required.

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Sheppey’s alien invasion 
was just a student hoax, 
secret documents reveal

CLASSIFIED documents 
about UFO sightings have 
revealed a War of the 
Worlds hoax staged by stu¬ 
dents in 1967. 

Engineering apprentices at 
Farnborough Technical College 
devised the rag-week jape, construct¬ 
ing six small ‘flying saucers’ which 
they released across southern 
England. 

The RAF and police were swamped 
with calls when members of the pub¬ 
lic spotted them in locations span¬ 
ning the region, including on the Isle 
of Sheppey. 

Fearing real-life alien invasion, 
officials mobilised the Army’s south¬ 
ern command, four police forces, a 
bomb disposal unit, RAF helicopters 
and MoD’s intelligence officers. 

A Westland whirlwind helicopter 
was scrambled from RAF Manston to 
Sheppey to investigate an ‘alien craft’. 

Christine Slaymaker, principal of 
Farnborough College of Technology 
said the group of students responsi¬ 
ble was an “extremely able” cohort

who had gone on to “notable success” 
in their careers. 

According to Ms Slaymaker, the 
saucers had been filled with natural 
yoghurt to create a foul smell upon 
discovery. 

“I’m not sure almost 44 years on 
they thought it would still be so 
newsworthy,” she said. 

“I hope our current apprentices will 
aspire to achieve such success with¬ 
out a flying saucer in sight.” 

Records reveal the hoax was not 


discovered until a Scotland Yard 
bomb disposal officer, based at 
Bromley police station, was ordered 
to check the object with a portable 
X-ray machine. 

A second saucer was sent to Home 
Office scientists at Aldermaston and 
a third was sent for inspection by the 
chief designer of the guided weapons 
division of the British Aircraft 
Corporation. One saucer was blown 
up in a controlled explosion. 

The flying saucer hoax came to 
light as 8,000 previously classified 
documents on UFOs were released. 

Photographs and sketches of UFOs 
made by members of the public are 
available, together with official 
reports - the “1967 flying saucer 
hoax” is recorded as an “obviously 
very successful joke”. 

UFOs have been debated just once 
in Parliament, in the House of Lords 
in 1979. Speaking at the time. Lord 
Stabolgi summed up what continues 
to be the official position. 

“There is nothing to convince Her 
Majesty’s Government there has 
ever been a single visit by an alien 
spacecraft.”

More winners than losers among year six 


Fewer miss out on 
‘big school’ choice

FOR the majority of year six pupils 
in Kent, the emails and letters they 
received on Tuesday afternoon con¬ 
tained the information they had 
been hoping for. 

Nearly 83 per cent of children applying for 
schools in the county (excluding Medway) have 
won a place at their first preference, with 97 per 
cent being offered a spot at one of their top four. 

But despite the encouraging figures, educa¬ 
tion experts say the lack of available grammar 
school places in west Kent continues to be a 
cause of concern, with little optimism that the 
situation will improve. 

In October, Kent County Council failed in its 
attempt to end the process of‘super selection’ - 
whereby schools pick the best pupils regardless 
of where they live - at three west Kent gram¬ 
mars. More than 170 objections were lodged 
against the admissions policies of Skinners’ 
School in Tunbridge Wells, Judd School in 
Tonbridge, and Tonbridge Grammar, but the 
Office of the Schools’ Adjudicator ruled against 
the council. 

Independent education advisor Peter Read 
said: “There are still considerable pressures on 
grammar school places in west Kent, particu¬ 


larly for boys. There are a number of boys liv¬ 
ing in Pembury and parts of Sevenoaks who 
have passed their 11-plus but have not been 
offered a grammar place this year. 

“It’s because of the super-selection policy 
employed by some schools, which is displacing 
Kent children and which is wholly wrong. 

“I don’t think there’s a solution at the 
moment. There has been some political interest 
in building a new grammar school in west 
Kent, but I see no signs that anything is going 
to happen soon.” 

Outside of west Kent, Mr Read welcomed the 
news that 83 per cent of children - an increase 
of three per cent - had been offered a place at 
their first-choice school. 

However, he voiced concerns that a change in 
the selection policy at Leigh Technology 
Academy in Dartford - the most oversub¬ 
scribed school in Kent - had resulted in chil¬ 
dren from London being among more than 
1,000 pupils who battled it out for just 240 
available places. 

Mr Read said: “The number of children who 
did not receive one of their top four schools has 
fallen by a third, which is good news but not, of 
course, for the 413 who have missed out. 

“These are not just numbers but real people 
and I feel sorry for them. But they have the right 
to appeal and there will be allocations. There 
will be considerable movement in the weeks and 
months to come. At the end of the day a lot

of children will have a school of their choice.” 

A total of 15,032 pupils were offered a school 
named on their application form, with 12,775 
getting their first choice. 

Kent schools also received a total of 1,670 
applications from out-of-county children, of 
which 30 per cent were offered places. 

KCC’s cabinet member for education, Cllr 
Sarah Hohler, said: “It is a massive task to 
match children to one of their chosen schools 
and I hope the vast majority are pleased with 
the place they have secured. Although 97 per 
cent have been offered one of their four choic¬ 
es, that is little consolation to those families 
who have had a place allocated because their 
preferred schools were full. 

“While I understand how disappointing this 
is, it is very early days and there will be sub¬ 
stantial movement in the coming weeks.”

Meanwhile, the number of Medway children 
offered a place at their first choice school has 
also risen by three per cent to 87 per cent, or 
2,579 pupils. 

Ninety-eight per cent have been offered a 
place at one of their named preferences, an 
increase of 0.5 per cent. 

Medway’s portfolio holder for children’s serv¬ 
ices, Cllr Les Wicks, said: “Arranging for your 
child to make the leap from primary to second¬ 
ary is one of the pivotal moments of family life 
and it can be a stressful time. 

“I am pleased to see so many children have 
been allocated their preference and wish them 
all the best in their future studies.”

Jail threat to 0AP

Canterbury Crown Court 
ordered John Anthony Maurice

Devon, to pay back the money by 
September 1, after hearing he had 
hidden assets totalling £380,000. Judge 
Adele Williams called Maurice “an intelli¬ 
gent, sophisticated and practised liar”. 

He pleaded guilty to money laundering 
offences totalling nearly £4 million and was 
jailed in March, 2010, for four years. He was 
caught waiting to board a ferry to France and 
had 63,000 euros and £2,600 in his pants. 
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Pfizer ‘kept PM in dark’ over closure

PFIZER bosses have come under 
fire for failing to tell Government 
about plans to leave the firm’s 
Sandwich site, despite speaking to 
the Prime Minister twice during 
the run up to the decision. 

At a meeting in Westminster this week, lead¬ 
ers of the drugs giant were questioned by 
Science and Technology Select Committee 
members, who pushed them to admit they had 
withheld information from David Cameron. 

Dr Olivier Brandicourt, general manager 
of Pfizer’s primary care business unit, and 
Richard Blackburn, managing director of 
Pfizer UK, said the company’s chief 
executive Jeff Kindler - who 
stepped down from the posi¬ 
tion in December - had spo¬ 
ken to the Prime Minister in 
July and November, 2010. 

Despite planning for the 
closure of the Sandwich site 
being well under way during the 
latter date, Mr Kindler failed to inform Mr 
Cameron of the potential loss to Kent. 

But Dr Brandicourt said before a final deci¬ 
sion was made the plans were kept under 
wraps and only a small group of senior leaders 
at Pfizer were involved, as well as experts 
drafted in during the decision-making process. 

He defended withholding information, 
stating the decision was far from being made 
when Mr Kindler spoke to the Prime 
Minister in November. 

“It was kept confidential until the board

approved it at the end of 
January,” he said. 

But Labour MP Andrew Miller, 

the chairman of the select committee, ques¬ 
tioned why the company had chosen not to 
tell the Government. 

He said: “Even though the Prime Minister 
had been in personal dialogue with the chief 
executive, no-one thought to phone Number 10 
after November about the possible decision.” 

Another committee member also ques¬ 
tioned the move, suggesting the Government 
may have been able to stop the fall of the 
Sandwich site. 

But Mr Blackburn said there 


was no were 


aspect of Government policy in the UK that 
was relevant to the situation. 

Instead, the Government was informed of 
the final decision on January 24, just a week 
before the official announcement was made. 

Mr Cameron spoke to the former chief exec¬ 
utive Mr Kindler on July 31, just weeks before 
the Pfizer board issued instructions to compa¬ 
ny bosses to examine the research and devel¬ 
opment model at Sandwich. Mr Blackburn 
said while discussions with the Prime 
Minister covered a range of issues, there was 
no talk of Pfizer potentially leaving Sandwich. 

“We let Government know as soon as we 
progressing towards a decision - 


January 24 was the earliest we could tell 
them,” said Mr Blackburn. 

Head of the Sandwich Pfizer site, Dr Ruth 
McKernan, also attended the meeting. 

She admitted that once she had been made 
aware that the company could potentially 
pull out of Kent - leaving 2,400 jobs at risk - 
she stopped recruiting staff. But she shed 
some positive light on discussions, stating 
that more than 10 companies had expressed 
an interest in the site. 

“We are looking for companies that can 
come in and deliver the most jobs and sus¬ 
tainable employment,” she said. 

Evidence 

South Thanet MP Laura Sandys and other 
east Kent MPs submitted written evidence 
to the meeting, outlining concerns over 
Pfizer’s handling of the announcement. 

Ms Sandys said: “I welcome the select com¬ 
mittee’s concerns over the impact of Pfizer’s 
closure on east Kent and the wider pharma¬ 
ceutical industry. I hope Pfizer shows its 
commitment to securing a future for the site 
and its world-class staff.” 

A meeting of the Sandwich Economic 
Development Task Force, set up in the wake 
of Pfizer’s announcement, also took place this 
week. The team includes MPs and science 
minister David Willetts, and is chaired by 
Kent County Council leader Paul Cllr Carter. 

In what is its third meeting, Mr Willetts 
vowed to press Pfizer to ensure employment 
continued at the site. 

The task force was given 30 days to submit 
a first report, including proposals for the 
plant, with the deadline next week. 
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“My husband and I 
separated last year. I was at 
a complete loss to know 
what to do. Whitehead 
Monckton were very caring 
and were able to help me 
arrange everything without 
us going to court. They also 
sorted out the mortgage and 
made sure I had a new will.”

Clean bill of health delights 
bug-busting hospital team 


MEDWAY Maritime Hospital has slashed 
the number of MRSA infections to nil, put¬ 
ting it ahead of all other hospitals in the 
South East. 

The health trust said it had achieved the 
result after adopting a zero-tolerance regime 
and ordering staff to “hunt down” the bug. 

A team of infection control experts, phar¬ 
macists and phlebotomists now test up to 
20,000 patients each month to ensure the 
hospital stays free from infection. 

It is a remarkable turnaround for the 
Gillingham hospital, which saw the bug 
sweep through the wards in 2004. 

Two patients in their 70s died and the hos¬ 
pital was forced to cut visiting times and 
undertake a deep clean. A investigation was 


launched and Medway Maritime came 
fourth in a list of the worst hospitals for 
MRSA, with 13 deaths in 12 months. Linda 
Dempster, head of infection prevention and 
control, was delighted by the latest figures, 
produced by the Health Protection Agency. 

She said: “Many people carry MRSA on the 
skin and aren’t ever aware of it. We have 
worked to identify those who come into the 
hospital as carriers and prevent infection.” 

Mrs Dempster said patients with MRSA 
who required urgent procedures did not suf¬ 
fer any time delays after a dedicated surgical 
ward was opened. MRSA bacteria are resist¬ 
ant to some strains of antibiotics, making 
infections more difficult to treat. Medway 
Maritime has screened patients since 2008.

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EU acts on fish

EUROPE could soon stop forcing 
fishermen to throw some of their 
catch back into the sea, even if the 
fish are dead. 

And an end to the discarding of dead fish 
could be the financial lifeline Kent’s fleet of 
small boats has been looking for. 

The European Union imposes strict quotas 
on how much fish can be caught by member 
states each year, meaning fishermen who acci¬ 
dentally catch certain species while aiming for 
another are forced to 
throw them back. 

Celebrity chef Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall 
gave the issue main¬ 
stream media atten¬ 
tion last month as part 
of his Channel 4 series 
Hugh’s Fish Fight, and 
now decision-makers 
in Brussels have prom¬ 
ised to stop the waste¬ 
ful practice. 

South Thanet Tory 
MP Laura Sandys, who 
featured in one Hugh’s 
Fish Fight broadcast, 
said she was pleased the European Commission 
was moving towards banning discards by 2013. 

“Our fishermen have been at the forefront of 
the campaigning and I have been proud to 
stand alongside them,” she said. 

“We believe discarding fish is immoral and 


look forward to all the catch being landed into 
the future. It is an absolute scandal that more 
than 50 per cent of all fish are thrown back 
into the sea dead.” 

On Tuesday, Fisheries Commissioner Maria 
Damanaki discussed alternatives to discard¬ 
ing with delegates from EU states in Brussels. 

She proposes instead to regulate fleets 
through limits on fishing time and greater use 
of measures such as CCTV to ensure fisher¬ 
men are targeting species they are legally 
allowed to catch. 

The plans are due to be finalised later this 
year. Whitstable’s Phil Edwards is one of many 
Kent fishermen to have been affected by the 
strict EU quotas and discard policy. 

He said: “I caught my 
month’s quota of skate 
in about two hours last 
week, but when I moved 
to a different area to 
catch cod, I ended up 
with even more skate. 

“I then had to dump 
£200 worth of dead fish 
to save about £50 of liv¬ 
ing fish. The effort limi¬ 
tation system would be 
better for boats our size 
because it’s nigh on 
impossible to target 
just one species. That 
would restrict us to 
only a few hours at sea a day, but at least we’d 
be able to keep everything we catch.” 

Mr Edwards is one of a growing number of 
fishermen to have voiced their frustration at 
the practice of‘armchair fishing’, where surplus 
quota is leased by rich fishing organisations, at

great cost, to smaller boats which have not been 
assigned adequate quota. Some have even taken 
legal advice due to concerns the process is effec¬ 
tively the privatisation of a national asset. 

Last week Kent Lib Dem MEP Sharon 
Bowles wrote to fisheries minister Richard 
Benyon asking him to address the situation. 

She said: “Coastal fishing towns are important 
to the local economy and in these times of aus¬ 
terity we must look to small businesses to lead 
economic recoveiy and growth. Sub-10-metre 
class fishing boats are assigned a disproportion¬ 
ately small percentage of the fishing quota, and 
this has a negative impact on inshore fishing. 

“The financial burden placed on inshore fish¬ 
ermen in the South East has pushed the price 


of fish caught by small boats way above that of 
fish landed by big producer organisations. 

However, UK Independence Party leader and 
South East MEP Nigel Farage, who lives in 
Westerham, near Sevenoaks, described the pro¬ 
posed changes as “a red herring for a British 
fishing industry almost dead in the water”. 

He added: “For the British fishing industry, 
any changes will come too late. When we try to 
ban discards on a catch quota policy, Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall will find the British 
fishing industry is not just ‘feeling the pinch’ 
but is already dying on its feet.”

Inflation blamed for 
big rise in water bills

THE current high rate of infla¬ 
tion has been blamed for large 
water bill increases in Kent. 

Water companies have been given the 
green light to raise charges broadly in line 
with a 4.7 per cent rate of inflation - based 
on last November’s Retail Price Index - 
resulting in even further expense for house¬ 
holds struggling to cope with the effects of 
the downturn. 

Customers served by South East Water 
can expect the largest bill increases in the 
county, due to a 7.8 per cent rise of £14, up to 
an average bill of £193. 

Southern Water, which provides Kent 
homes with both water and sewerage servic¬ 
es, is raising charges by 6.4 per cent (£24) to 
a total average bill of £397. 

The chairwoman of the Consumer Council 
for Water (CCWater), Dame Yve Buckland, 
said bill-payers would be rightly surprised 
by the large increases. 

She said: “Many customers are strug¬ 
gling with rising household and other bills, 
and debt is rising. Already one in six cus¬ 
tomers tells us that they cannot afford 
their water bill. 

“We want the companies to demonstrate to 
customers what they are getting for their 
money, and also to think how they might 
share the benefits of this unexpected finan¬ 
cial gain with their customers. 

“Water companies need to make profits 
and that’s fine, but when they have done 
well financially in the past CCWater has 
been successful in persuading them to give

£135 million back to customers in the form 
of lower prices and additional investments 
in the water and sewerage network to bene¬ 
fit customers. 

“We will be talking to the companies to 
see how this can be repeated in this price 
period.” 

In 2009, the water regulator Ofwat ruled 
that bills must remain broadly stable up 


until 2015. However, inflation is still added 
to the costs on a year-by-year basis. 

The new charges will come into effect on 
April 1, and remain in place until March 31, 
2012. 

South East Water managing director Paul 
Butler said its bill increases would help to 
deliver £390m of service improvements over 
the next five years. 

He added: “We have worked hard over the 
last year to deliver our largest ever improve¬ 
ment programme, and over the next year we 
will invest another £80m to continue to 
improve the service our customers receive. 

“While we believe that an average of just 
53p per day remains excellent value for 
money, we do appreciate that some of our 
customers may be experiencing financial dif¬ 
ficulties and so we have measures in place to 
help those customers facing real hardship.” 

Southern Water says its bills will con¬ 
tribute to a £1.7 billion service improvement 
programme, including £15m to find and 
repair leaking pipes, and £90m upgrading 
water and wastewater treatment works in 
2011 - 12 . 

Meanwhile, customers served by the three 
other companies providing water to Kent 
households have also been hit by inflation- 
busting increases. 

Thames Water has raised its charges by 
4.1 per cent, to a total of £319 for water and 
sewerage, Veolia Southeast (formerly 
Folkestone and Dover Water) by 3.1 per cent 
to £190, and Sutton and East Surrey Water 
by 5.2 per cent to £174.

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Shutting out bogus callers 



CRIMINALS who target vulnera¬ 
ble people while posing as profes¬ 
sional workmen are being high¬ 
lighted as part of a national cam¬ 
paign, writes Steve Knight. 

Kent Police is among the organisations 
signed up to Operation Liberal, which aims 
to raise awareness of the tactics offenders 
use to gain access to their victims’ homes. 

Post offices, doctors’ surgeries, charity 
shops, bingo halls and more will all receive 
posters in the coming weeks promoting the 
campaign. 

“Bogus callers, rogue traders and distrac¬ 
tion burglars prey on older or more vulnera¬ 
ble members of our communities before seiz¬ 
ing their opportunity,” said Chief Supt Neil 
Jerome. 

“This can cause confusion and distress 
for the victim, and potentially the loss of 
their personal items or money. It can also 
have a negative impact on their health and 
confidence. 

“Some items taken are of great sentimen¬ 
tal value, and are irreplaceable to the victim. 

“Operation Liberal reinforces the work 
done by Kent Police throughout the year to 
raise awareness of bogus callers or trades¬ 
men. We also work closely with partner agen¬ 
cies and Kent County Council.” 

Just this week Kent Trading Standards 
warned of a bogus Red Cross collector knock¬ 
ing on doors in Tankerton. 

The man, who wore a Red Cross sweatshirt 
and held a clipboard, was asking for informa¬ 
tion about elderly people in the area and say¬ 
ing the Red Cross could offer free transport 
to medical appointments. 


When challenged by one resident he left 
promptly, but other residents said the caller 
had requested unwanted items to sell to 
raise money for the Red Cross. 

Charity 

The charity has confirmed the man has 
nothing to do with the organisation. 

In May last year, a 95-year-old 
Sittingboume woman had £1,600 stolen 
from her home after letting in a man who 
claimed to be an engineer from the local 
housing association. 

That same month a 69-year-old man from 
Strood, near Rochester, opened his door to a 


thief posing as a representative from the 
electricity board. 

He said the resident owed £200 and asked 
him to pay it now. But when the man went to 
fetch his wallet - which contained £2,000 in 
cash - the caller followed him into the house, 
snatched the money and fled. 

Operation Liberal is aimed at arming resi¬ 
dents with the information they need to spot 
when somebody is trying to trick them. 

Det Con Peter Weston, of Kent Police’s 
Force Intelligence Bureau, said: “Genuine 
salesmen, utility staff or traders will be 
happy to show identification badges. 

“Our advice is to always use door chains or

door bars, check who the caller is and con¬ 
firm their identity. If you’re not sure, don’t 
open the door. 

“If you see people you have not seen before, 
or works are being carried out that you are 
suspicious of, report your concerns to the 
police or Trading Standards.” 

Meanwhile, Kent Police Authority (KPA) 
has donated £11,280 to the county branch of 
CrimeStoppers. 

KPA chairwoman Ann Barnes said: “We 
had to think very carefully as to whether we 
could afford to support the charity this year 
due to significant cuts to our police budget.”

Last month, KoS revealed how more 
mums and dads with CSA cases against 
their former partners in Kent have been 
receiving child maintenance payments 
than ever before. 

In total, the number of‘positive outcomes’ 
across all 12 districts in Kent has risen 
from 16,970 in 2009 to 17,850 last year.

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Mums-to-be flock to new unit 


THE Tunbridge Wells Hospital at Pembury 
is being overwhelmed by pregnant women 
choosing to give birth in its state-of-the-art 
maternity unit. 

Health bosses have been forced to ask 
mothers-to-be to choose another hospital 
for the next six months due to “unprece¬ 
dented interest” from women across Kent 
and Sussex. 

But as parents-to-be flock to the hospital 
to give birth, there have been reported bad 
experiences as staff struggle to cope with 
the numbers. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust said the new maternity centre had 
received enquiries from women living in 


Rochester right the way through Tonbridge 
and Mailing and Maidstone, and into the 
Weald and into East Sussex. 

Gillian Duffey, Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust’s associate director of 
nursing and head of midwifery, said lives 
were not being put at risk because of the 
popularity of the unit. 

She said: “In the short time it has been 
open, the maternity centre has been inun¬ 
dated with requests from women who 
would not normally give birth at Pembury. 

“We are now kindly asking pregnant 
women not to change hospitals to Pembury 
if they are due to give birth in the next six 
months. We know this will come as a disap¬ 


pointment, but we are not frilly 
operational until September.” 

It is the first hospital in the 
NHS to offer every patient their 
own single room with en suite 
facilities and woodland views. 

Mrs Duffey added: “At the same 
time we are delighted that so 
many women have quickly recog¬ 
nised the benefits our wonderful 
new maternity centre has to 
offer them, and we look forward 
to September when we can offer 
up to 5,000 women a year this 
very personal and very unique 
experience.”

A CORONER has described the 
treatment of a dying Maidstone 
man involved in a freak accident 
while travelling in France as 
“inexcusable”. 

David Manktelow, 45, fell from the roof win¬ 
dow of a camper van he was travelling in with 
three friends en route to Le Mans car rally in 
Northern France. 

Speaking at an inquest into his death, wit¬ 
nesses described how French police “stood 
around and smoked cigarettes,” dismissing the 
group as English drunks, despite Mr 
Manktelow lying unconscious in the road with 
blood seeping from his nose, ears and mouth. 

The senior prison officer had set out to 
France in April, 2006, with friends Darren 
Golding, Anthony Golding and John Roberts -

Sykes the three passengers shared two bottles of 
wine and some vodka before retiring for a sleep. 

Mr Manktelow climbed to the upper sleep¬ 
ing cab while Anthony Golding lay on the 
back seat and John Roberts slept in the pas¬ 
senger seat. 

Darren Gelding said he had continued 
driving, but became tired and turned off the 
A28 motorway at about 3 am French time, 
intending to pull over at a picnic area. 

Travelling up hill at about 35 miles per 
hour he said he spotted a white band in his 
rear view mirror, which he realised, was Mr 
Manktelow’s socked foot. 

He recalled seeing his friend hanging 
from the back of the vehicle before falling. 

After bringing the camper van to a stop, 
all three men frantically searched in the 
pitch black for Mr Manktelow, placing him 
in the recovery position and flagging down 
a motorist to call the emergency services. 

Mr Golding said it took more than an 
hour before paramedics arrived at the 
scene during which time “pandemonium” 
broke out as they tried to convince police 
to help. 

“They were very lax. They thought we 
were four English men travelling in a 
camper van and one fell out and was at the 
side of the road drunk and snoring.” 

Mr Golding said an ambulance arrived 
but refused to reverse 50 yards up the 
motorway and drove off. He said: “It took at 


least 50 minutes before a paramedic saw him. 
It suddenly turned from very casual, with 
about seven police officers smoking cigarettes, 
to very serious. 

“More doctors turned up. At one point there 
were about 10 of them working on him.” 

Mr Manktelow was eventually transferred 
to a hospital in Northern France, but died nine 
days later. 

Widow Vanda and 20-year-old son, Adam, 
attended the inquest held at County Hall, 
Maidstone, on Wednesday. She asked the 
pathologist Dr David Rouse if it was possible 
for her 14 stone husband to fall through a 
39cm wide window. 

Distressing 

“You’d be surprised at what spaces the human 
body can get through,” replied Dr Rouse, who 
confirmed her husband’s injuries were consis¬ 
tent with a fall from a moving vehicle. 

Asked by the coroner if Mr Manktelow could 
have been sleep-walking, Mr Golding replied: 
“No, his eyes were open and he was looking 
straight at me.” 

Recording a verdict of misadventure, Mr 
Sykes said: “There was an inexcusable delay 
on the part of the emergency services which 
must have been highly distressing for those 
present. It was a tragic outcome.”

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Ambulance chiefs breaking 
free from government control

FOUNDATION status has been 
awarded to the ambulance service 
covering Kent, giving it more free¬ 
dom from central government. 

As one of the first such organisations in the 
country, South East Coast Ambulance 
Service (SECAmb) said it would be more 
accountable to the region and local people 
would have greater say in its future. 

Chief executive Paul Sutton said: “This new 
status is good news for people across the 
South East as well as our staff, who will now 
have even more say and greater involvement 
in shaping the future of our service. 

“It provides us with the perfect platform to 
improve the quality of care we provide at a 
much quicker pace. Anyone living in Kent,

Surrey or Sussex can become a member of the 
trust, which means they will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to shape their local ambulance service. 

“Thousands of people across the region 
have already become members and I’d urge 
others to do the same.” 

NHS foundation trusts are still part of the 


NHS but are run locally and are accountable 
to patients, local people and staff, rather than 
the Department of Health. 

SEACAmb will still have to meet national 
targets and will be regularly inspected, but it 
will have more freedom to develop its services. 

A council of governors, which includes mem¬ 
bers of the public and staff recently elected by 
members of the trust, will work alongside the 
board of directors to steer the trust. 

The council is made up of 14 elected public 
governors who represent six constituencies in 
the region, four elected staff governors and 
eight appointed governors from organisations 
that work closely with SECAmb, including 
local hospitals and councils. 

Membership of the trust is free and will 
help the public stay in touch with the service 
through elected governors.

UNIQUE bridges that 
enable dormice to cross the 
road will be among the top¬ 
ics discussed at a confer¬ 
ence dedicated to the pro¬ 
tected species. 

Last year a council in Rhondda 
Cynon Taf, south Wales, spent 
£190,000 on wire mesh tubes sus¬ 
pended between trees and poles to 
help the tiny mammals get from one 
side of a new bypass to the other. 

Dormice populations have suffered 
a 70 per cent loss in the last 25 years 
and there are thought to be only 
40,000 left in the UK, including the 
hazel dormouse most com¬ 
monly found in Kent. 

In an attempt to 
raise awareness of 
their plight, the Kent 
Mammal Group is 
organising a confer¬ 
ence to be held at the 
University of Greenwich’s 
Medway campus. 

Group president Ken West said 
the potential for dormice crossings 
would be discussed at the event, 
but stopped short of personally 
endorsing the idea. 

“We know that if the dormice get 
desperate enough for food, they will 
attempt to cross roads,” he said. 
“But then they obviously put them¬ 
selves in great danger; not only 
because of vehicles but also because 
of predators like owls. 

“The issue of building bridges is a 
contentious one because not enough 
research has been carried out to see if 
they would even use them. I think the 
need has possibly been exaggerated.” 

More than a decade ago the Kent 
Mammal Group helped collect 
about 100 dormice living in the path

of the Channel Tunnel Rail Link 
before moving them to other parts of 
the UK where the creatures had 
previously vanished. 

Mr West said it showed how seri¬ 
ously the issue of conservation is 
taken by developers. 

“To receive planning consent you 
have to show you are doing every¬ 
thing you can to mitigate the 
stress protected species 
may be put under,” he 
added. “It can be veiy 
I difficult to build a 
home on a site known 
to be used by dormice, 
and it’s the same for 
roads and railway lines. 

“You’ll never stop a road being 
built, but you can delay it so a pro¬ 
tected species can be moved first. If 
we didn’t then such animals would 
become extinct very quickly, and 
that’s something we want to avoid.” 

Recognisable by its furred bushy 
tail and orange-brown colour, the 
hazel dormouse lives in woodland, 
scrub and hedgerows. It rarely ven¬ 
tures to ground level, except during 
the winter when it hibernates under 
tree roots. 

Debbie Bartlett from the 
University of Greenwich said: “The 
conference provides an excellent 
opportunity for our students to 
learn from the experts.

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Visa hike blow to universities

UNIVERSITY leaders have 
warned that a planned overhaul 
of the UK immigration system 
could seriously harm the future 
prospects of the higher education 
sector. 

The Coalition wants to double the price of 
student visas as part of its proposals to 
limit the effect of spending cuts at the UK 
Border Agency, which faces a 20 per cent 
budget reduction over the next four years. 

Due to be introduced in April, the new 
fees regime means foreigners will have to 
pay £140 for a short-term visa as opposed to 
£70 at present. 

The Government also plans to reduce the 
number of foreign students studying below 
degree level, raise the students’ language 
requirements, and limit their entitlement 
to work and bring their families to the UK. 

Challenges 

Seymour Roworth-Stokes is pro-vice 
chancellor for research and development at 
the University for the Creative Arts, which 
has campuses in Canterbury, Rochester 
and Maidstone. 

He is one of many university leaders who 
fear the changes will put legitimate stu¬ 
dents off coming to the UK. 

“Universities, including UCA, are facing 
tough economic challenges at the moment 
with cuts in funding, a cap on student 
places and, of course, setting new tuition 
fees,” said Mr Roworth-Stokes. 

“Before the Government announced it 
was going to withdraw nearly all the teach¬ 
ing budget in the sector, we had already 
begun to develop our ‘internationalisation 
strategy’ and, in the process, increase the 
number of overseas students.

“This is of crucial importance to a specialist 
university which has a reputation for nurtur¬ 
ing creative talent worldwide. It also helps to 
diversify income streams while allowing us to 
grow and become more efficient, helping to 
keep costs down. 

“Any hasty 
immigration poli¬ 
cies affecting stu¬ 
dent visas could 
have a serious 
effect on the sur¬ 
vival of many uni¬ 
versities, while 
also passing on 
extra costs to stu¬ 
dents in the UK.” 

According to the 
Institute for Public 
Policy Research, 
universities in the 


South East benefit from nearly £381 million a 
year through international revenue. 

Foreign students also spend an estimated 
£205m supporting local businesses. 

Announcing the fees increases last Monday, 
Ashford Tory MP and immigration minister 


Damian Green admitted the cost of applying 
to come to Britain would prove a barrier to 
some. He added: “In principle, it is the right 
time to ask migrants to make a greater con¬ 
tribution to funding the UK Border Agency. 

“Therefore we should continue to seek a 
shift in the funding provided by migrants to 
deliver the border and immigration system. 

“It is right that those who benefit from 
the immigration system should pay to meet 
the costs of securing the UK’s borders.” 

In addition to the student visa fee 
increases, the Coalition also plans to 
increase the costs associated with longer 
term applications. 

For example, a 10-year visitor’s visa is 
due to go up £52 to £702, while the fee for a 
joint application for British citizenship will 
rise from £1,010 to £1,294. 

John Slater, director of student recruit¬ 
ment at Canterbury Christ Church 
University, said: “We have a vibrant and 
growing international student community, 
which numbers 1,300. 

“Like all other universities who value a cul¬ 
turally diverse student community, we want 
to encourage genuine overseas students to 
come to Kent and Medway to study, and we 
hope this will not be inhibited in the future.” 

The University of Kent declined to com¬ 
ment to KoS.

WHEN British adventurer 
Felicity Aston led seven women 
on a unique expedition to the 
South Pole she guaranteed her¬ 
self and her comrades a place in 
the history books. 

Not only did the fearless group complete 
the treacherous 900km trek across one of 
Earth’s most hostile environments, they 
broke six world records in the process. And 
with the women selected from 
Commonwealth countries as diverse as 
Jamaica, India, Singapore and Cyprus, some 
had never even seen snow, let alone set foot 
on a pair of skis. 

In her uplifting book, Call of the White - 
Taking the World to the South Pole, Miss 
Aston, from Birchington, recalls the highs 
and lows of the all-female Kaspersky 
Commonwealth Antarctic Expedition and 
how she formed the unusual team. The 33- 
year-old said while her book tells the 
story of the unique expedition it also 
focuses on the challenging preparations. 

“I have read a lot of polar expedition 
accounts and some of them can be quite 
boring because they are so similar,” she 
said. “This book is about getting the 



ing trip to Norway in 
sub-zero tempera¬ 
tures - they were real¬ 
ly thrown in at the 
deep end. This was 
one of the most chal¬ 
lenging things we 
did.” 

The shortlist was 
then whittled down to 
eight - nine including 
travel writer Miss 
Aston - although one 
of the women was 
unable to complete the 
final expedition. Miss 
Aston said when selecting the final team she 
looked for women who had a real reason for 
wanting to be there. “Sophia from Singapore 
had three children at home. She told me her 
motivation was to show her daughter - who 
told her she would never be able to do it - 
that miracles do happen,” she said. 

“Reena from India wanted to work in the 
mountains but her parents told her it was¬ 
n’t a job for a woman and she would never 
get married if she took that path. She is now

team together in the first place as well 
as the trip itself. 

“Although we had a lot of support 
there was also a lot of scepticism about 
taking novices from hot climates to the 
South Pole. The women involved were 
from all over the world, there were 
seven languages and cultures. Some of 
them hadn’t even seen snow. 

“The book shows the characters and 
camaraderie between us in extreme 
conditions. I hope it inspires people to do 
something they have always wanted to 
do or felt they couldn’t do before.” 

Miss Aston said for the expedition she 
was looking for a group of “ordinary” 
women who wanted to inspire others to 
follow their dreams. 

“It took two years to organise and 
plan and I received 800 applications 
from women in Commonwealth coun¬ 
tries,” she said. 

“Two women were each chosen from 
eight countries and we went on a train-

a trekking guide in the Himalayas and hap¬ 
pily married.” 

Miss Aston started preparing for the expedi¬ 
tion in 2007, and the 38-day trek took place in 
November and December, 2009. 

As well as promoting the accomplishments 
of women worldwide, the trip was to mark the 
60th anniversary of the formation of the 
Commonwealth. 

The final line-up included 25-year-old 
Stephanie Solomonides, from Cyprus, and Dk 
Najibah Eradah binti P.A.M Al-Sufri Pg M-L 
Kahar, 25, from Brunei Darussalam, who 
became the first two people ever from their 
countries to make the mammoth trip. 

Reena Kaushal Dharmshaktu, 38, from 
India; Kylie Wakelin, from New Zealand;, and 
Sophia Pang, 36, from Singapore, were the 
first women from their countries to do the 
same. Also making up the team was Helen 
Turton who flew the British flag alongside 


Miss Aston, who already had 10 years of 
knowledge under her belt having completed a 
number of treks, including a 360-mile 
endurance race across the Canadian Arctic. 
She also led the first British women’s crossing 
of the Greenland ice sheet. 

“When choosing the team I looked for people 
that got on well together,” she said. “There was a 
huge element of trust in what we were going to 
do so that was vital. It was all about dynamics. 

“Getting to know each other was harder 
than in normal situations because we lived in 
different countries - we used a lot of Skype 
and a private Wiki website - but there was 
great camaraderie between us.”

PFIZER’S DEAD. VIVA VIIV? 


TIM GARBUTT questions whether announcements at Pfizer could mean a 
brighter future for Kent, and for the eradication of disease in the Third World 


T’S perhaps ironic that 2011 ush¬ 
ers in the United Nations 
International Year of Chemistry, 
and then Pfizer announces the 
closure of the largest US pharma¬ 
ceutical plant in Europe here in east 
Kent. 

When they should be burning brightly, the bun- 
sen burners of Kent are turned low. 

Clearly, the loss of upwards of 3,000 jobs will 
prove devastating, not only to Kent, but the 
wider pharmaceutical industry. 

A reliance on tax-construction proj 
ects and the closure of Glaxo Dartford 
could mean Kent becomes almost 
totally reliant on small business 
and tax-grants from Whitehall. 

It will be a shocking turnaround 
if Kent becomes reliant on 
Government to the extent of some 
of the Midlands manufacturing 
bailouts, such as British Leyland 
and Rover. 

Yet does the economic earthquake 
at Pfizer herald a brighter future? For 
too long, Big Pharma has been reliant 
on mega-mergers, mega tax-breaks and 
unprofitable, minor vaccine variants for rela¬ 
tively minor First World ailments such as Viagra. 

A glance at Pfizer, South Africa, shows even 
there, with a boiling infection rate from HIV, the 
main research procedures are for arthritis and 
athlete’s foot. 

Does a “Pfizer 2” in Kent provide a more strate¬ 
gic opportunity for growth? 

Take Viiv - already a joint venture between 
Pfizer and Glaxo to develop HIV drugs. 

There have been spectacular results: 19 per cent 
of the HIV market and about £1.6 billion in sales 
- with an £llbn market just in Western Europe. 
And still only a modest 15 per cent investment by 
Pfizer USA itself. 

Considering the business of disease, the one mar¬ 
ket to be in is HIV. But how do HIV drugs pay, 
when the nations affected are the poorest on earth? 

The UN Millennium Goals, including halving 
malaria, HIV and TB by 2015, are definitive poli¬ 
cy for the world’s governments and organisations. 



The issue is not whether vaccines will be pro¬ 
duced to end these diseases, but rather how quick¬ 
ly. Certainly within 20 years and probably within 
10. Kent’s public and politicians can and should 
take Pfizer off life support and go for growth. 

Simply put, the world’s Treasuries can print 
over £4,000bn of tax-funds for the bank bailouts. 
This is more money provided in three years than 
has ever been provided in Third World aid. 

There’s even a doubling of HIV infections in the 
over-50s - no doubt casting wrinkly caution to the 
wind before the Grim Reaper arrives. 

A globalised world requires a scaling-up of ongo¬ 
ing vaccine investment - just look at the 
spread of bird flu, swine flu and even foot 
and mouth disease - in a strategic vac¬ 
cine facility. 

R&D link-ups with, say, the 
Liverpool School of Tropical 
Diseases - in a regeneration area 
like coastal Kent, would provide 
jobs, skills and research into the 
next phase of UNMDG diseases, 
eg Chagas and dengue, and 
provide the research and manufac¬ 
turing muscle into the last few real 
UK ailments such as cancers, and 
cholesterol. 

This Christmas has shown once again 
how unprepared we are with low stocks of 
even common flu vaccine, so surely the impetus 
for Kent should be a ‘Farm and Pharma’ strategic 
drugs facility - perhaps a UK Gov Pic bailout 
ought to buy up all the land and plant. 

They should seize the opportunity to develop 
‘Pfizer 2’ with a mix of Viiv and investment for 
vaccines and wider Third World requisites, such 
as malaria nets, vitamins, condoms, birth control 
pills and local Kent water filters - as well as the 
UK’s own strategic vaccine needs. 

We may be witnessing not the decline and fall of 
Pfizer and Viagra but the rise of Pfizer 2, Viiv - and 
East Kent standing proud and erect once more.

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Supply teacher bill 
a staggering one 

WHEN a teacher is absent from work, the 
options available to his or her school are 
admittedly few and far between. 

Unlike in an office environment when co¬ 
workers can cover for one another, the one- 
teacher-per-class norm makes it nigh on 
impossible for most headteachers to avoid 
bringing in expensive supply staff. 

But regardless of the reasons behind the 
figure, £7.6 million is still a staggering 
amount of money to be spent by Kent and 
Medway schools in just a single year. 

It is also concerning to see such huge dif¬ 
ferences in the cash being shelled out, with 
the Hundred of Hoo paying £408,971 in 
2009-10 compared to Dartford Grammar 
School’s measly £1,097. 

When such large amounts are being 
spent on supply teachers’ wages, it is of the 
utmost importance that the children they 
teach - as well as the taxpayer - are receiv¬ 
ing value for money. 

In these tough economic times it is no 
longer acceptable for schools to employ 
glorified babysitters to ensure the children 
left teacher-less do not misbehave. Retired 
music teachers should not be paid to cover 
physics lessons just because they have 
experience in a school. You wouldn’t pay an 
electrician to come and fix a leaky tap. 

Headteachers are quite rightly given the 
power to decide who they should employ 
to work in their schools, but perhaps a little 
more restraint is needed. 

Brief sighting of a 
magnificent beast 

WHEN the biggest animals most of us see 
on a daily basis are horses and cows, it can 
be easy to forget what other incredible 
creatures we share our planet with. 

Despite having been dead for two days 
before it washed up on the beach, Pegwell 
Bay’s own 45ft sperm whale will live long in 
the memory. 

Who can blame the crowds of people 
who gathered to catch a glimpse of this 
beautiful beast? They will likely never see 
anything like it in person again.

Airport plans: 
the real facts 

I feel as a non-partisan observer, 
but with a keen interest in 
transport, a few records still need 
to be set straight. 

1. There will soon be a brownfield 
site at the rear of Ramsgate Station. 
Ramsgate swimming pool is due to 
move to another location. What is 
more, it is almost adjacent to 
Manston Road, with the airport a 
few minutes up the road by bus. 
Even the existing bus service 38 
from the front of Ramsgate Station 
only takes eight minutes from there, 
or six minutes from St Lawrence, 
which is nearer the brownfield site. 

2. The plan is to build the new 
station at Cliffsend, not the airport. 
It will need a bus connection to the 
airport and building on non-airport 
owned green fields, which, unless a 
tunnel is built, will take about the 
same time to get there as it would 
from Ramsgate swimming pool. 

3. It will be a long time before it 
will get a dedicated train service. 
Either way, it will affect the journey 
times to other Thanet stations, if 
indeed the high-speed train still 
continues to them. 

4. But the car park is for rail 
travellers, not airport travellers. 
Two things are being confused. We 
are trying to reduce car journeys, 
not increase them. At present most 
of Thanet can walk to their high¬ 
speed station. Those who can’t, will 
find sufficient space on the brown¬ 
field site or jump on a loop bus, 
which takes people from most of 
Thanet to Ramsgate railway 
station every few minutes.

Hard truth behind 
a skilful budget 

How one judges the budget set by Thanet 
Council depends upon your perspective. 

The Tory Liberal Government has imposed 
a massive budget cut upon Local 
Govemment.They refused to listen to those 
telling them they were wrong to front load 
the cuts so severely 

Last year, I warned that Thanet Council’s 
general reserves were dangerously low, 
especially with the economic storm we knew 
was coming from the global economic 
disaster. Labour has warned for a number of 
years that staff numbers were out of control. 

Given that, and the looming election in 
May, there was a need to produce a budget 
that hides as far as possible the damage to 
services that a combination of Tory 
government and Tory council inevitably 
produce. 

In those terms, this year’s council budget 
is quite skilfully done. 

This year will be painful enough for those 
staff handed redundancy notices, but most of 
the pain has been pushed into next year, well 
after the election. 

Let’s start with with formula grant receive 
from Goverment, £11.6m this year, a 5.3 per 
cent reduction. Next year £9.7m, a further 
16.9 per cent reduction. Under Labour, this 
council has received large grants under 
Community Cohesion, Stronger Safer 
Communities, Working Neighbourhood Fund, 
etc. These have all been removed. 

Then there are our reserves. Last year, 
general reserves fell below the level thought 
to be optimum. 

The promise to replenish them came to 
nothing, and they now stand at 8.76 per cent 
of the net revenue budget. They should be at 
least 10 per cent. 

With no usable general reserves, this year 
the administration has raided the earmarked 
reserves. These stood at £8m in April 2010, 
and will by depleted by £2.2m this year and 
by a planned £3.5m next year. 

They will then stand at £2.1m, nearly £lm 
of which is for pensions, housing benefit and 
waste vehicles. 

So where will the cash come from to fund 
£2m or 16.9 per cent cuts next year? Does 
anyone feel that Mr Pickles will bail us out? 

Should we raise council tax? It’s what the 
Tories usually do the year after an election - 
look at the Government’s hike in VAT, and 
what KCC did two years ago. Unfortunately, 
council tax will have to rise 2.5 per cent next 
year just to replace the central government 
election bribe we received this year. 


Should we raise charges? There must be a 
limit to what the market will take. The 
administration plans a £0.2m increase this 
year and £0.4m next year. Expect a huge rise 
in parking charges next year. 

What’s left are savings or efficiencies, or 
what I prefer to call service cuts and staff 
sackings: £1.9m next year, £2 .2m in 2012-13, 
£lm in 2013-14, £l.lm in 2014-15 

This assumes that expected savings from 
cuts this year and outsourcing of services 
perform to plan. 

This is the future for Thanet under this 
Tory/Liberal Government and a Tory-led 
council.

Don’t take gamble 
on lives of horses 

The Cheltenham Festival, which takes place 
in March, will mark the fourth anniversary of 
Animal Aid’s Race Horse Deathwatch. 

This is a unique online database that 
monitors all thoroughbred deaths on Britain’s 
60 racecourses. 

Since its launch in March 2007, more than 
630 horses have suffered fatal injuries on 
British racecourses. The data proves that, far 
from being a freak occurrence, race horses 
are routinely killed up and down the country, 
at a rate of one horse almost every other day. 

The Cheltenham Festival has seen 32 
horses lose their lives between 2000 and 
2010. Four of those deaths occurred last year. 

Despite relocating a particularly 
contentious fence for this year’s festival, 
racing at Cheltenham remains highly 
challenging and potentially dangerous. This 


is, not least, because it features a number of 
crowded races and inexperienced horses and 
riders. 

No matter how harmless a bet on the 
Cheltenham Festival may seem, the reality is 
that the racing at Prestbury Park pushes 
horses beyond their limits and that some 
invariably suffer and die. 

Please don’t back the cruelty.

Confidence is key to 
breaking the barrier

A TRAINING provider dedicated 
to reducing the number of people 
on benefits has helped more than 
1,600 Kent job-seekers secure 
employment in the last three 
years. 

The national welfare-to-work organisation 
TNG - which has offices in Canterbury, 
Chatham, Gravesend, Sheppey, Ramsgate 
and Sittingboume - finds jobs for one-in- 
three people who walk through its doors in 
the county. 

Part of the Avanta Group, the service 
specialises in helping people who suffer from 
particular barriers including a lack of 
qualifications or work experience, low 
confidence, health-related issues, childcare 
problems, a criminal record, and so on. 

One success story is Rebecca Youdle, 18, 
from Chatham, who left school at 16 and 
was so painfully shy that the thought of an 
interview terrified her. 

“I didn’t think I would get any benefit 
from going to TNG but thought I would give

it a go anyway,” said Rebecca, who is now 
working in a supermarket thanks to the 
help of her personal job adviser, Mark 
Flitter. 

“As it turned out, TNG was incredibly 
helpful. I learned job search skills that 
actually work, I learned how to compile a CV 
and how to tailor it to different employers, I 
learned interview techniques and, 
importantly, I learned to persevere and not 
give up.” 

In addition to helping people into work, 
TNG also delivers training to employed 
people wishing to gain vocational 
qualifications, develop new skills and 
improve their career prospects. 

The organisation specialises in assisting 


harder-to-reach groups such as the long¬ 
term unemployed, lone parents, people with 
disabilities, and ethnic minorities. 

Kent regional manager Heidi Griffin said: 
“At TNG we don’t just help people work on 
their CV and give them a pile of job adverts. 
That doesn’t help. We look at addressing the 
real issues around their unemployment, and 
almost everyone we see has a confidence 
issue.When someone becomes unemployed 
their confidence often takes a real knock. 

“Unsuccessful applications, especially in 
challenging economic times such as these, 
can be demoralising and lead to a real lack 
of motivation. 

“Rebecca is a good example of the work 
TNG does across the county. We worked 
with her to identify her barriers and helped 
her to take steps to address them. 

‘We can’t solve every problem but we can 
help and support people as they take steps 
in the right direction. 

“Rebecca wanted to work but she had lost 
motivation and confidence after being 
rejected. We helped her address those issues 
and, alongside our other workshops, she was 
able to find work and move off benefits.”

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Healthy competition for 
paramedic degree slots 


ASPIRING paramedics are competing for a 
place on a new degree course offered by the 
University of Greenwich at Medway. 

The BSc in paramedic science combines 
learning in the workplace - as part of an 
ambulance crew - with academic study, 
assessments and laboratory exercises. 

Delivered in partnership with the South 
East Coast Ambulance NHS Trust, the 
degree programme has already attracted 
more than 230 applicants competing for just 
15 available places. 

Programme leader Dave Kerr said: “This 
is a degree that leads directly to a profes¬ 
sional job and promising career path, so 
we’re seeing more and more people regard¬ 
ing life as a paramedic as a serious option. 

“The role has grown beyond recognition in 
recent years. Paramedics may once have 
been perceived merely as ambulance drivers 
but now they have responsibility for all 
sorts of areas of pre-hospital patient care. 

“They have to make on-the-spot assess¬ 
ments about what care is needed and are 


also expected to diagnose heart attacks, for 
example, or administer some types of 
drugs.” 

Greenwich has invested heavily in facili¬ 
ties for the new degree, including two fully- 
equipped laboratories which have all the 
medical equipment used by paramedics in 
practice. 

They also contain life-sized mannequins, 
specially developed to replicate the chest 
movements and breathing patterns of real- 
life patients who may be suffering heart 
attacks or strokes. 

Mr Kerr said: “The degree programme will 
be producing graduates with a tremendous 
range of skills, which will benefit local 
health services. 

“Increasingly, registered paramedics are to 
be found working for institutions other than 
ambulance trusts such as out-of-hours GP 
providers, minor injuries units, walk-in cen¬ 
tres and various health providers. 

“I also expect to see many of our gradu¬ 
ates quickly progressing to senior roles.” 



It’s an even fairer cop 


PERFORMING arts students at K College 
took part in a project designed to promote 
the Equality Act to Kent Police. 

They spent two days filming scenarios at 
the police training school in Maidstone, 
which will be used as an e-leaming tool for 
officers and support staff. 

A spokesman said: “The project provided 
an opportunity for community engagement 


for the police and a real-life work experience 
for the actors, giving our students a chance 
to extend their performance skills in a real 
workplace situation. The scenarios cover 
discrimination around gender, age, sexual 
orientation, race and disability.” 

The spokesman added that the training 
tool has a potential audience of 6,000 police 
personnel across Kent.

HYUNDAI delivered a wake-up 
call to British motorists in 
2008 when it launched its ilO 
baby car. 

It was a five-door mini-marvel with the 
usual Hyundai bargain price and five-year 
warranty. 

Sales had a further lift from the 
Government-backed Scrappage grant 
scheme - trade in your banger and we’ll 


give you two grand towards a new one. It 
made the ilO an unmissable bargain then, 
but the car maintained its sales momen¬ 
tum for the Korean marque even after the 
end of the Scrappage offers. 

Early power options were nothing to get 
excited about though and didn’t do much to 
dispel the Noddy car image. 

But things have improved and the 
Korean marque has now stolen a lead dur¬ 
ing a major revision of the ilO range by 
offering a version with C02 emissions low 
enough to limbo beneath the 100 g/km bar 
for road tax. 

So youll pay nothing to keep this motor on 
the road and it can average nearly 70mpg. 

So it’s very green, except it’s called the ilO 
Blue. 

I blame the Germans; it’s all to do with 
the likes of Mercedes-Benz and VW not 
wishing to do the powerful German Green 
Party any favours, so they call their green 
models BlueEfficiency and BlueMotion. 


It seems Hyundai is adopting the same 
colour coding. 

Whether you buy the Blue or one of the 
other models in this enhanced ilO range 
though, you’ll get a surprisingly impressive 
driving experience. 

It certainly doesn’t ride and handle like a 
Noddy car and there’s a lot of room, largely 
because the ilO has the longest wheelbase 
in its class. 

Standard kit is generous too for a range 
starting at a modest £8,195 and including 
air conditioning, an iPod/USB link, six- 
speaker stereo, electric windows and cen¬ 
tral locking. 

The start price buys you the Classic entry 
model but trading up costs just £600, first 
to Active trim, and then a further £550 for 
the flagship Style. 

You pay a little extra upfront for the long 
term fuel/tax and eco savings from running 
the standalone Blue model though. 

It costs £9,195 but that does take account 


of a specification including the stop and go 
technology that switches off the engine at 
the lights or in a jam to save fuel and emis¬ 
sions. 

It also brings the low rolling resistance 
tyres that are part of the car’s green cre¬ 
dentials. 

Power comes from a little three-cylinder 
68bhp 1.0-litre engine that is refined for this 
class, even when cruising the motorway. A 
possible downside for some buyers though 
is a sedate acceleration - 0-62 second in 
14.8 seconds - so I would be inclined more 
to the other engine option, a smoother four- 
cylinder 85bhp 1.25-litre engine that deliv¬ 
ers 62mph in 12.2 seconds and will still 
average more than 60mpg. There is also an 
auto option with this, though there are the 
predictable performance and consumption 
penalties.

Ford Mondeo 


MONDEO man may not have 
proved as pivotal in last year’s 
General Election as he was back in 
1997, but at least he can take solace 
in the fact that in the 13 years since, 
he has become better looking, more 
reliable and more powerful. 

He may or may not be so pleased to hear that 
he’s also become more exclusive. In the decade 
and a bit since New Labour entered power on a 
ground-swell of support from the Ford Mondeo 
driving everyman, the rep-segment staple has 
been overtaken as the vehicle of choice for 
motorway journey-men by the premium BMW 
3 Series model, with drivers buoyed by a boom¬ 
ing economy and an arguably more even distri¬ 
bution of wealth. 

A couple of years on from the hardest-hitting 
recession of a generation all of that seems a 
long time ago - and now the Ford Mondeo is 
gunning to bring some of those premium 
saloon drivers back into its fold as the age of 
austerity hits home. 

There are one or two problems, however. 
Firstly, the Mondeo had become rather expen¬ 
sive as a result of a drop in the value of sterling. 
Secondly, those drivers who have been enjoying 
the high regard, powerful performance and 
premium feel that a German marque affords 
have become somewhat accustomed to the 
trappings. 

The responses have come two-fold. Ford has 
recently restructured its price plans across the 
existing line-up of models, offering far greater 
value across its range, including the Mondeo. 


And now the Mondeo has been revised with 
the aim of offering more power, more refine¬ 
ment and a more premium feel. 

Read any review of the previous generation 
Ford Mondeo and it will tell you that it offers a 
class-leading package. Handsome good looks, a 
spacious interior, a contemporary cockpit and 
the crisp handling that’s become expected of 
Ford models were all present. 

It’s probably for the best, then, that Ford has 
concentrated its efforts resulting in a revised 
model that is at once comfortingly familiar and 
intriguingly different. 

It’s worth noting early on that the tradition¬ 
al four-door saloon model is no more in the UK 
due to lack of demand. 

From the outside, the changes are subtle but 
apparent up close. The shared front ends are 


more in keeping with the hugely popular Focus 
and S-Max models. The upper portion of the 
grille is sleeker, while the lower, trapezoidal 
portion has been made larger. 

LED running lamps are integrated into the 
fog-lamp units and, along the sides, more 
chrome around the windows of the upper trim 
level models highlights the sleek window line 
and gives a greater impression of quality. 

The same affect is mostly achieved inside, 
with revisions to details such as the door-panel 
design giving a more upmarket and design¬ 
conscious feel. The centre console boasts a sim¬ 
ple and attractive layout while the instrument 
binnacle is very impressive, with a clear colour 
display conveying information in an effortless¬ 
ly absorbed manner. 

The menu-based interface takes a little prac¬

tice to master but is a success, and even the 
models equipped with the new lane departure 
warning and speed limiter options use a mini¬ 
mum of buttons. 

Material quality is good, with soft touch plas¬ 
tics to the upper portion of the dash. Only the 
satin-finish surround for the centre console is 
likely to divide opinion. 

The changes go beyond cosmetics. Two new 
engine options include a 197bhp version of 
the 2.2-litre ‘DuraTorq’ diesel and a 237bhp, 
2.0-litre ‘EcoBoost’ petrol. The latter is avail¬ 
able with Ford’s six-speed, twin-clutch 
PowerShift automatic transmission. 

It’s a slick combination and one that makes the 
most of the Mondeo’s cosseting ride and respon¬ 
sive chassis, with seamless drive and an impres¬ 
sive turn of speed. Importantly, it’s as smooth in 
town at low speed as when cruising, requiring no 
special treatment from the driver’s seat. 

Interior space remains one of the Mondeo’s 
trump cards. It feels hugely accommodating 
from the passenger seats, and the boot is gen¬ 
erous in five-door form. For the driver, the 
impression of size remains present on the road 
- making it a tight vehicle to position against 
an oncoming tractor - but it’s a small price to 
pay for such accommodation. 

Mondeo man can continue to feel on top of his 
game for a few more years yet.

Nissan Juke 


NISSAN has been transformed in 
just a few years from being viewed 
as boring to being one of the funki¬ 
est brands around. 

What’s more, with its huge Sunderland 
plant churning out cars for the home market 
and Europe, it is also seen increasingly as a 
British brand; no small thing at a time when 
Brits are tempted to put their money where 
the local jobs are while also making the best of 
sterling’s low buying power. 

Last year, the brand launched another win¬ 
ner out of its plant in the North East - the 
curiously named Juke. 

It can mean a lively roadside bar in the USA 
or a crafty manoeuvre in sport; either would fit 
the distinctive Nissan, though it eludes anoth¬ 
er obvious association - jukebox. 

The Juke isn’t in any way a box, even if a 
distinctive front lighting array allows the car 
to be lit up like an old-fashioned Wurlitzer 
jukebox and it represents a funky selection, if 
you want a different style of supermini. 

Nissan designed it to shake up that small 
car sector like its big brother, the Qashqai, 
which has already rattled the family 
hatchback market and created a new market 
segment - crossover. 

Its baby brother ain’t pretty, but supermin¬ 
is are the shopping trolleys of the motoring 
world - and can all look alike when parked in 
rows down at the local Tesco. The Juke can 
stand apart though, with its British-built 
bulldog looks. 

And if the lines are aggressive, so is the 


pricing from £12,995, which buys you a small 
car that can also trade punches with main¬ 
stream family hatchbacks - a size up from 
superminis. 

The Juke is a fun car to drive too; it sits 
higher than average but handles tautly even 
if a relatively heavy body tends to lean on 
the bends. 


And is offered with some good engines, 
though it’s a tough call on whether to go 
for petrol or diesel. The latter is a 108bhp 
version of the familiar 1.5-litre unit from 
Nissan’s parent, Renault, which is well- 
regarded from appearances in various car 
models, but adds around £1,300 to the price 
of an equivalent Juke with the cheapest 


engine option, a 115bhp 1.6-litre petrol. 

There is also a performance choice (from 
£16,045): a 187bhp petrol engine as driven 
here that plays to the Juke’s handling 
strengths and is also smooth and enjoyable to 
live with. 

You can have 4x4 version too, but this comes 
at £20,345 in flagship Tekna trim and with an

Don’t pay for perks 
that you already have 

Q? 

Lloyds 


My husband has been 
I offered a Premier Current 
Account by our bank, 

Lloyas TSB. I think it looks 
expensive, but he says the 
benefits are worth more than the 
monthly £25 fees. If he is right, is 
there any account that I can point 
him towards that would give 
similar benefits but cost less? AS 

A This is a “packaged account” 
at the top end of the price 
scale, and everything depends 
on your lifestyle. If you and your 
husband are jet-setters who travel 
the world clutching your mobile 
phones, then you might benefit from 
the Premier account. But the 
chances are that you could do better 
by picking and choosing the various 
perks that go into the package, and 
then buying them elsewhere. The 
benefits include travel insurance, 
international mobile phone 
insurance, and access to a 
privileged lounge at the airport. 
There is also credit card protection 
and AA breakdown cover. All of 
these are available elsewhere, and if 
you need them, you will probably 
have them already. And if you 
belong to the AA, you may well have 
more than just breakdown 
insurance - so paying for it as part 
of a packaged account means paying 
twice over. The watchdog Financial 
Services Authority has some 
concerns over the spread of 
packaged accounts. It is making 
inquiries into the way all the big 
banks market them. For example, 
some customers may not be eligible 
to make a claim under travel 
policies, perhaps because of their 
age or pre-existing poor health, so 
they end up paying for insurance 
that is no use to them. Could your 
husband get a packaged account 
more cheaply elsewhere? Yes, of 
course. Natwest’s Advantage Gold 
account costs only £12.95 a month. It 
includes Green Flag breakdown 
cover, travel insurance and mobile 
phone insurance, as well as some 
holiday and hotel discounts. But the 
same golden rule applies - check the 
benefits and see how much use you 
would make of them. Try not to end 
up paying again for perks you 
already have elsewhere. 

^ I am tempted by 
Nationwide’s Protected 
Jl Equity Bond as it pays 7pc 
interest, with more if the stock 
market rises. Normally, I would 
avoid anything connected to 
shares, but this appears to 
guarantee that my money could 
not go down. SO 

A With interest rates very low, it 
is not surprising that 
investors are attracted to any 
scheme that offers a 7pc return. But 
I hope you noticed that this is a six- 
year investment, and that 7pc is the 
total return, not an annual figure! 
This works out at 1.13pc each year, 
which is pretty much what you can 
get elsewhere without locking up 
your savings until 2017. And there is 
a cap on the profit you can make if 
share prices do rise. This works out 
at a maximum annual gain of

6.99pc. True, your savings will not 
go down, but I doubt that they will 
go up by very much, either. And you 
may need your money at some point 
in the next six years.

A lt is always good to learn that 
a piece of advice has worked 
out so well. For the benefit of 
other readers, my advice was that 
the instruction manual for tax 
officials includes something called 
Extra Statutory Concession A19. 
This says that tax can be cancelled 
if you declared all your income and 
arrears were caused through 
mistakes by the taxman or a failure 
to make use of the information you 
supplied. 

Q According to the BBC, 

interest rates are expected 
to rise soon. Assuming I 
can get a mortgage, would a 
fixed-rate loan be better than a 
tracker, even though it would cost 
more at first? TLP 

A I do expect a rate rise, but not 
a sharp one. The Bank of 
England is unlikely to risk the 
economic recovery with any major 
increase. I would opt for a tracker 
mortgage, but you could try for the 
best of both worlds as the Skipton 
Building Society (0845 850 1711) 
offers a tracker at 3.49pc interest 
with the option to transfer to a fixed 
rate later.

If 
Jwe buy a flat that she can 
share with other students, and 
they pay rent to her, could we be 
liable for any income tax?

A If the flat is yours, then the 
rental income is yours, even if 
your daughter collects it. You 
can claim tax relief for quite a few 
expenses, though.

Food price inflation 
unfair, says report

Food price inflation in the UK could 
be described as unfair or excessive, 
according to a new report by a leading 
investment bank. 

And a formal government-led food 
price inquiry could be sparked by the 
behaviour of supermarkets in raising 
their prices above and beyond what is 
justified by inflationary pressures, 
the report from UBS has warned. 

Commodity price inflation over the 
past few months would justify a 3pc 
to 3.5pc increase in processed food 
prices, but supermarkets have 
increased prices by 6pc to 6.5pc, said 
the bank. 

UBS economist Paul Donovan, who 
co-wrote the report, said: “That 
suggests there may be margin 
expansion in the supermarket sector. 

“Prices are rising in excess of 
justifiable cost increases.” 

He added that price increases by 
supermarkets were adding 0.3 to 0.5 
percentage points to the official 
consumer prices index of inflation, 
currently at 4pc. 

The research also showed shoppers 
were seeing steeper rises in food 
prices than most other members of 
the Organisation for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development (OECD). 

According to UBS, food prices in 
Britain have been rising at an annual 
rate of 4.9pc, compared with a 
Eurozone average of 1.8pc. 

A weak pound had contributed to 
the UK increase, but the scale of 
inflation had made Britain the OECD 
country “most vulnerable” to political 
interference. 

“UK food prices are rising more 
rapidly than most other OECD 
economies’ food prices, and have 
significantly outstripped food 
retailers’ cost inflation. 

“This could allow UK politicians to 
suggest that food price inflation is 
‘unfair’ or ‘excessive’.” 


A British Retail Consortium 
spokesman said: “There is no 
question that grocery prices in this 
country are still lower than most 
other European countries because of 
our intensely competitive 


supermarket industry. Food prices 
have not risen at anything like the 
same rate as commodity prices. 

“It is clear that supermarkets are 
shielding customers from the full 
impact.” 


Stop smoking to feel much wealthier

Stubbing out the fags could see 
smokers being better off by 
thousands of pounds - and not 
just because they have stopped 
forking out on tobacco. 

With National No-Smoking Day 
coming round again, the data 
crunchers at Moneysupermarket 
have calculated that someone 
who kicks the habit could save 
themselves an average of £6,659 
on a combined critical illness 
cover (CIC) and life cover policy, 
or up to £1,570 on a single life- 
insurance policy. 

Meanwhile, with the average 
smoker getting through about 14 
cigarettes a day, someone giving 
up could save more than £1,800 a 
year on tobacco. At a time when 
many people are seeing the cost 
of living going through the roof, 


it’s something well worth 
considering - above and beyond 
the obvious health benefits. 

“Not only can smokers reap the 
medical benefits by kicking the 
habit, they can avoid letting their 
hard-earned cash go up in 
smoke,” said Emma Walker, head 
of protection at 
Moneysupermarket. 

“With significant savings to be 
made, those who make the 
decision to quit should shop 
around for the best insurance 
deals to suit their 
circumstances. ” 

It’s important to remember that 
insurers will insist a smoker has 
kicked the habit for a full year in 
order to be classed as a “non- 
smoker” and qualify for savings 
on their life-insurance premiums.

How to beat 
the EU’s 


insurance 

crackdown

This week’s ruling by the European 
Court of Justice means we are likely 
to see changes to our insurance 
premiums. 

What precisely will happen is yet to 
become clear, but it is certain that it 
will be even more important for 
consumers to shop around for the 
best deals. 

Day-to-day premiums for general 
insurance are likely to be affected, 
with young women motorists 
probably at greatest risk of seeing 
hikes in their bills. 

Another group of people who could 
see a major impact are those 
approaching retirement, with fears 
that men will see their pension 
payouts cut thanks to the inability of 
insurers to compensate them for their 
lower life expectancy. 

Whatever age you are, you can 
expect to see some changes, so here 
are a few tips from the experts on 
keeping your car insurance premiums 
down, and your pension income up. 

CAR INSURANCE 

Annual mileage 

If you drive only about 6,000 miles 
a year instead of the average 12,000, 
it’s worth selecting the lower mileage 
on your insurance as it can make a 
difference to your premiums. But 
don’t underestimate your mileage in 
the hope of tricking your insurer. 

“If you said you drove 6,000 miles a 
year but you actually drove 20,000, it 
may invalidate your insurance if you 
do have to make a claim,” said John 
Miles, business development director 
at comparison site Gocompare.com. 
Courtesy cars 

Don’t assume that the courtesy car 
on your policy is standard. It may be 
an extra you’re paying for. 

“If you think you could manage 
without a courtesy car if yours is 
taken off the road for a while, it’s 
worth seeing how much you could 
save by removing it from your policy,” 
said Mr Miles. 

Increase your excess 
Opting for a higher voluntary excess 
could help to lower your premiums 
- but you will need to decide if paying 
a slightly lower premium is worth 
the risk of having to contribute more 
towards repairs if you do have to 
make a claim. 

Named drivers 

A motorist who is young or 
inexperienced, or who has made 
claims or has motoring convictions, 
can benefit from having a named 
driver on the policy. “An older driver 
with a clean licence and plenty of no¬ 
claims bonus entitlement could reduce 
your premium,” said Mr Miles. “But 
if you’re the main driver, make sure 
you’re noted as such on the policy. If 
you say the more experienced person 
is the main driver when they are not, 
you’re likely to be found guilty of a 
fraud known as ‘fronting’, and you 
could invalidate your insurance.” 
Protected no-claims 
“If you’ve accumulated several years’ 
no-claims bonus, you may want to 
consider protecting it so that you still 
benefit from the discount it entitles 
you to if you make a claim,” said 
Mr Miles. “This will increase your 
premiums a little bit but, in the long 
term, it could pay for itself many 
times over.” 

Look around before you renew 

Never accept the first quote you’re 
given and never automatically renew. 
Insurers rarely reward you for loyalty, 
and people who don’t switch will end 
up subsidising those who do. 


PENSIONS 

It is not just general insurance that 
will be affected - pension providers 
will also be barred from using gender 
as a factor when deciding what 
annuities to pay people in retirement. 
At the moment, men tend to receive 
a higher monthly income from their 
annuities because they have a shorter 
life expectancy than women. But just 
because gender is being taken out of 
the equation, it does not mean that 
all annuities will be the same. Far 
from it, in fact - using what is called 
the open market option, you should 
search to find the insurance company 
that will give you the most generous 
monthly income in return for your 
pension pot. 

Don’t be put off 

Ray Black, an IFA and founder of 
Money-minder.com, said it was 
important not to let the publicity 
generated by the court’s decision put 
you off the idea of a pension. 

“Saving into a pension is still 
extremely tax-efficient, and with new 
rules regarding the flexibility of 


what you can do with your pension 
pot, it is an essential element of 
retirement planning,” he said. 

Annuity options 

Pension providers will issue you with 
retirement quotes that have various 
options, such as a spouse’s pension, 
an annual escalation or a guaranteed 
period. Shaun Braybrook, an 
independent financial adviser with 
NW Brown Financial Services, said: 
“You are not usually obliged to take 
the benefits in a particular format, 
so consideration should be given to 
which of these options are the most 
appropriate for you.” 

Guarantees 

“Check whether your pension 
plan has any guaranteed rates or 
minimum income levels associated 
with it,” said Mr Braybrook. 

“Older policies in particular often 
include these, and they usually 
compare very favourably with today’s 
annuity rates. More modern plans 
will not normally have these 
guarantees, but it is always worth 
checking.” 


Enhanced annuities 

Having been encouraged to stay 
healthy throughout your life, you can 
benefit from a better pension if you 
suffer from ill health. 

Mr Braybrook said: “A number of 
insurance companies will turn your 
pension into a retirement income 
based on your state of health. 

“Any medical or lifestyle conditions, 
both past and present, could be 
considered, and many people could 
now qualify for enhancements even 
if they suffer from relatively mild 
problems such as high blood 
pressure.” 

Other options 

Buying a traditional annuity is not 
the only way to provide you with a 
retirement income. 

“Other options are available should 
you wish to take some level of 
investment risk,” said Mr Braybrook. 
“These can be more complex but 
could ultimately provide you with a 
way to boost your retirement income 
or perhaps leave a greater amount to 
be passed on to your loved ones.” 

Mr Black suggested the court ruling 
could play a part in encouraging 
income drawdown - taking a cash 
lump sum - rather than annuities. 

“For many years now, annuities 
haven’t offered particularly good 
value,” he said. 

“For people with pension pots of 
more than £100,000, the European 
Court of Justice ruling could make 
income drawdown even more 
attractive.” 

Start early 

“Young people don’t think much 
about what will happen to them when 
they retire but the simple fact is that 
the sooner you start putting money 
into a pension, the better off you’ll 
be when you do give up work,” said 
Mr Black. 

“For a basic-rate taxpayer, for every 
£80 you put into a pension plan, the 
government will top this up to £100. 
For a higher-rate taxpayer, the 
benefits are even greater.” 

Even if you don’t work and don’t 
pay tax, you can still contribute up to 
£2,880 a year and the government will 
top it up to £3,600.

“He played a key part in the creation of 
OneSavings Bank, and, in doing so, has helped 
protect the interests of members as part of a big¬ 
ger, better capitalised and competitive player in 
the financial services sector. 

“Having achieved this, Mike and the board 
have agreed that the time is right for him to step 
down from his position as CEO. 

“The board would like to thank him for all he 
has done for KRBS and OneSavings Bank and 
for his role in creating such a strong foundation 


for future growth. We wish him well in his 
future endeavours.” 

KRBS officially became OneSavings Bank on 
February 1 after 75.8 per cent of members voted 
in favour of the JC Flowers deal - 75 per cent 
approval was needed for the deal to go through. 
Speaking at the time, Mr Lazenby said the 
takeover would not immediately affect the way 
KRBS operates. 

He said: “We will continue to run as a mutual 
until JC Flowers owns 90 per cent of the busi¬ 
ness, which is a long way off. 

“They have also agreed not to pay any divi¬ 
dends to their investors for the next five years, 
which is an incredibly long time in business. For 
example, five years ago we couldn’t possibly 
have imagined the economy would be the way it 
is today.

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Professor’s stimulating tax theory

AN ECONOMIST based at the University of Kent at 
Canterbury has claimed a slight tax switch could 
help the country drag its way out of recession. 

A study co-authored by Professor Christopher 
Heady found that switching some of the tax burden 
from personal and corporate income towards 
housing and consumption could boost recovery. 

Working with a team of researchers from the 
Organisation for Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD), Prof Heady found that taxes 
on consumption, such as VAT, and taxes on the 
ownership or occupation of houses, such as coun¬ 
cil tax, are the best way to stimulate longer-term 


growth. Coupled with income tax cuts, a shift of 
just one per cent of tax revenues in this direction 
could increase economic output by between 0.25 
to one per cent, the research team found. 

Their findings are published in this month’s issue 
of The Economic Journal. 

“When the economy is in recession, the best 
taxes to cut early are on income taxes for people on 
low incomes,” said Prof Heady. 

“When, as now, the economy is in recovery and 
the budget deficit needs to be reduced, the best 
taxes to increase are taxes on consumption and on 
the ownership or occupation of houses. Although 


taxes on housing are unpopular and could produce 
only modest increases in revenue, they should be 
considered because the current arrangements can 
encourage people to buy houses that are larger 
than they really need, diverting investment from 
more productive uses. 

“However, taxes on the sale of housing, such as 
Stamp Duty, should not be increased because they 
discourage the reallocation of housing to its most 
productive use and make it expensive for people to 
move to better jobs. These taxes could even be 
reduced if sufficient additional revenues were 
raised from other taxes on housing.”

H IGH-achieving women continue to hit their heads on the 
impermeable glass ceiling, according to Lord Davies’ lat¬ 
est report. Mervyn Davies, who now goes by the grand 
title of Lord Davies of Abersoch, found that big busi¬ 
nesses’ boardrooms remain something of a boys’ club. 

The most recent research by Cranfield School of 
Management shows women hold just 12.5 per cent of board 
seats on FTSE 100 firms and only 5.5 per cent of the executive 
posts available. 

Lord Davies’ Women on Boards report calls on these firms to 
increase the number of women in these positions to 25 per 
cent by 2015. 

If this voluntary target is not met, Lord Davies suggested that 
Government should look to introduce quotas to force the FTSE 
firms’ hands into opening the door to women at the top level. 

His precise wording is delightful. In summation of his findings 
and advice to Government, he writes: “On balance the decision 
has been made not to recommend quotas. Government must 
reserve the right to introduce more prescriptive alternatives if 
the recommended business-led approach does not achieve 
significant change.” 

I’m less inclined to proceed with a by-the-numbers quota 
system. The number of women in boardrooms should be 
increased but it should be based on meritocracy alone. 

Promoting women to the top positions purely as part of a 
Government target-hitting exercise is no less sexist and 
demeaning as overlooking them in the first place. 

If a female employee has the right credentials and is the most 
suitable and capable candidate, then it is only right that she 
should be given the job - any job - over a male counterpart. 

These quotas would see the prejudicial balance shift from one 
extreme to the other. 

Vacancies should be filled on the tried-and-tested basis of 
merit. A stricter and more severe industrial tribunal system 
would soon see the number of women who successfully and 
deservedly smash the glass ceiling soar.

Channel share boost 



FERRY operator DFDS 
Seaways increased its 
Dover market share for the 
sixth consecutive year, new 
figures show. 

The company, formerly Norfolkline, 
has seen its hold of the port’s car 
ferry market increase year-on-year 
since 2003, rising from three per cent 
to 30 per cent last year. 

Figures from IRN Ferrystats reveal 
that DFDS Seaways’ Dover-Dunkirk 
car numbers also went up tenfold 
during the same period, from 85,000 
to 850,000. 

The company’s Chris Newey said: 
“We are proud to have built such an 
excellent team, both ashore and on-

but remains in third place, ahead of 
Hoverspeed, which took four per cent 
of the car crossings in 2010. 

A spokesman said: “SeaFrance is 
pleased to have maintained market 
share in an increasingly competitive 
cross-Channel market. 

“This has been achieved without 
resorting to price-cutting, by which 
means other operators have 
increased their share, and is a testa¬ 
ment to our continued good value. 

“Last year, SeaFrance took 13 per 
cent more cars than in 2009 and this 
year has started well, with January 
car carryings for the short-sea sector 
up 4.5 per cent against January 
2010 .” 

A P&O spokesman declined to com¬ 
ment on the figures.

FAIR-trading firm Eagle Vending is 
on track to double its turnover after 
securing £50,000 funding from 
Lloyds TSB. 

The Rochester-based company, 
which supplies, distributes and 
stocks vending machines was award¬ 
ed the cashflow boost by the bank’s 
commercial finance division.

BIG businesses must smash the 
glass ceiling for women or face strict 
quotas, Lord Davies lias warned. 

In his Women on Boards report, the former 
Labour trade minister recommends UK-fisted 
FTSE 100 firms should aim hi increase female 
board representation to 25 per cent by 2015. 

Women currently occupy just 12.5 per cent of 
these boardroom positions. 

For I.ord Davies’ target to lie reached a third 
of all new board appointments - 135 in total - 
will need to go to women in the next four years. 

Should business fail to hit the one-in-four 
female board members figure, the former 
Standard Chartered chairman has hinted that 
they face the introduction of “more prescrip¬ 
tive changes” in the form of enforced quotas. 

Lord Davies’ report also recommends that 
companies should Set targets for 2013 and 
2015 to ensure that more talented and gifted 
women can get into the top jobs in companies 
across the UK 

Firms should also fully disclose the number 
of women on their boards and working in their 
organisations as a whole in order to drive up 
the numbers with top jobs- in business, 

Lord Davies said: ^During the past 25 years 
the number of women in full-time employment 
has increased by more than a third and there 
have been many steps towards gender equali¬ 
ty in the workplace, with flexible working and 
the Equal Pay Act. However, there Lft still a 
long way to go.

‘R&D base closure will 
affect housing market’ 


PFIZER’S planned departure 
from Sandwich could have a 
detrimental effect on the proper¬ 
ty market- in east Kent, according 
to a law firm, 

Senior partner at Flusters Law, 
Edward Poster, said although the 
lower end of the market would 
most likely remain stable, those 
in homes worth £250,000 and 
upwards could be forced to drop 
prices in order to sell . 

Hip warning follows the 
announcement, that the pharma¬ 
ceutical giant was leaving east. 
Kent, putting at least 2,400 jobs 
at risk and raising concerns 
about an exodus from the area, 

Mr Foster said: Tf the market 
is suddenly filled with properties 
prices will fall. Properties in 
places such as Ash and 
Wrngham, where it is usually 
more expensive to buy, will 
become accessible. As soon as a 
large supply of properties enters 
the market it becomes a buyers’ 
market. 

“Pfizer employees may have to 
accept less than what they paid 
for their properties.* 

Mr Fester said the impact, 
would also affect rental homes, 
where landlords would have to 
drop their charges. 

“If you can get an executive 
four-bedroom house for £200 less, 
no one is going to pay more,” he

said, 

Mr Foster said another effect of 
Pfizer leaving would he employ¬ 
ees downsizing as a result of 
skilled workers having to take 
lower-paid jobs. 

’This would increase demand 
at the lower end of the market 
and this area, up to £250+000, 
would therefore remain stable - 
supply and demand would bal¬ 
ance out " he said.

Sandra Matthews-Marsh, chief executive of Visit Kent, has been 
dedicated to promoting tourism in the county for 13 years. She 
has more than 20 years’ experience in the industry, in both the 
public and private sectors. She has led Visit Kent for six years, 
following on from her role as director at Leeds Castle. 

Her CV includes director of marketing at the South East England 
Tourist Board in the late 1990s and she is a Fellow of the Tourism 
Society. She played a key role in securing seven million euros in 
EU funding for the development of tourism in the run up to the 
2012 London Olympic Games. 

KOS Media business editor SIMON ROBINSON spoke to her 
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ISIT Kent chief executive Sandra 
Matthews-Marsh has 63,000 colleagues. 
The tourism boss is responsible for bring¬ 
ing these industry professionals working 
in a wide range of businesses across the county 
together for the common good. 

After all, if visitor numbers rise, so do 
profits for all. Mrs Matthews-Marsh says 
the all-in-it-together ethos is key to her 
organisation’s mission statement. 

Speaking at Visit Kent’s Canterbury city 
centre headquarters, she outlines the 
group’s two-fold purpose. 

“The first goal is to support Kent’s 
63,000 tourism jobs an environment 
where the industry can flourish,” she said. 

“The second goal is to create a partner¬ 
ship platform on which all businesses can 
stand together as a unified destination. 

“When people visit a destination, it’s not 
straightforward. When you go on holiday 
you stay in a hotel, go out to eat, visit 
attractions and so on. So the idea of Kent 
businesses working together makes 
sense.” 

Creating this Kent tourism company co¬ 
operative has taken time, but Mrs 
Matthews-Marsh said the organisation 
had now reached “maturity”. 

“I was invited to come on board to help 
the business when it was quite embryonic. 
We only had a few investors and were 
coming to the end of a big funding commit¬ 
ment from Eurotunnel. 

“It was a question of can we make this a 
sustainable business and grow it into 
something that will genuinely represent 
the 3,000 tourism businesses in Kent. 

“Seven years later, we’ve built up nearly 
300 investors, secured a number of 
European funding grants and we believe 
we’re now a commercial and viable busi¬ 
ness that is able to do the job properly. 

“We have a critical mass of businesses 
who believe in us and don’t just throw 
money into the pot but participate at exhi¬ 
bitions and support programmes we do. 

“We have reached maturity. We were 
toddling three years ago, we’re now stand¬ 
ing up and walking.” 
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T HE Visit Kent team has become 
adept at making the most of the 
county’s assets and maximising 
returns on the opportunities it is present¬ 
ed with. They began work on the 2012 
Olympic Games three years before they 
were awarded to London. 

The sports department was similarly 


proactive on the golfing front, working behind 
the scenes long before Sandwich was picked 
as host of this year’s Open. 

And they are also heavily involved in the 
development of Kent’s wide range of existing 
and soon-to-be open tourist attractions, who 
receive particular praise from Mrs Matthews- 
Marsh. 

She said: “A large part of our success is 
down to our partners’ product improvements. 

“For example, the Folkestone Triennial has 
proved a huge success; the Turner 
Contemporary is set to open in April; and the 
Marlowe Theatre is also set to reopen. All of 
these are great cultural assets that are com¬ 
ing to the fore. 

“We couldn’t achieve anything without our 
partners as we’re only as good as they are. 
They are making their products better and 
have created a big momentum and energy 
that we are trying to capture and lift.” 

The tourism group has spent heavily in a 
bid to keep the ball rolling, with £400,000 
being allocated to the Kent Contemporary 
campaign. Billboards promoting the Garden 
of England have been placed across the capi¬ 
tal in a bid to entice Londoners and residents 
from neighbouring counties to come to Kent. 

The first phase of posters saw a 47:1 return 
on investment. 


I RS Matthews-Marsh said: “We sent 
the figures back a number of times 
for stress testing because we were so 
impressed by the result. They are phenome¬ 
nal. We are delighted - well above the indus¬ 
try standard. The campaign was set up to 
make people look again at Kent, show it 
again in a new, fresh way 
“The campaign was very clever but very 
simple. We already attract 45 million visitors 
a year to Kent but a lot of people on our 
doorstep overlook it. We were trying to reach 
these people and our research shows that we 
have done. 

“The key message is that Kent is contempo¬ 
rary. We’ve got all the great heritage such as 
the White Cliffs and Leeds Castle, but we’ve 
also got great food, wonderful events, fabu¬ 
lous cultural assets, a great coastline - these 
are things that people are surprised to learn 
Kent has.” 

The first phase of the billboard campaign 
used photographs of Kent landmarks such as 
Hever Castle, Botany Bay and the Goods 
Shed in Canterbury, but Mrs Matthews- 
Marsh is hopeful that one of the county’s 
newest tourist attractions, the Turner 
Contemporary gallery in Margate, will have 
similar pulling-power to its established rivals. 
“With Turner Contemporary, maintaining 
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a tourism tour de force 


visitors will be very important,” she said. 

‘Visit Kent has been working closely 
with Thanet District Council to make sure 
that what we call the wraparound effect is 
there, with neighbouring businesses sup¬ 
porting the gallery 

“The thing we have to remember, 
though, is the reason Turner is in Margate 
is because it’s a tourist town that’s been in 
decline. Turner is in there because of that 
fact. 

“We don’t make destinations overnight. 
We will have a world-class gallery. Turner 
is the beginning of the turn for Margate. 

“There was a degree of frustration 
around what might be perceived as a lack 
of other infrastructure, but it’s coming. 
When it opens there will be a lot of private 
sector entrepreneurs who emerge very 
quickly, having seen what Margate has to 
offer. 

“There has been cynicism and we under¬ 
stand that, but it’s been disappearing day 
by day. There’s building excitement now 
about the gallery and it’s role in the regen¬ 
eration of the town.” 

Mrs Matthews-Marsh’s enthusiasm for 
her role is apparent from the outset. 


S HE speaks confidently and quickly 
throughout, leaning forward in her 
chair keen to stress the positive and 
far-reaching effects tourism can have 
across the county. 

It seems this passion was ignited at an 
early age, with the geography and library 
student heading to Hastings to work in a 
tourist information centre rather than 
return to her south London roots. 

She spent the next 13 years in the East 
Sussex seaside town, after moving into 
local government. 

“It was the heyday of tourism beginning 
to be seen as a regeneration tool within 
local authorities’ framework,” Mrs 
Matthews-Marsh said. 

“I had a very happy time there, helping 
the resort rebuild itself. Hastings had seen 
a period of decline and decay. To a degree 
it’s still going through that, as are most of 
our coastal towns. 

“It’s a bit of a long haul and there are a 
lot of parallels between places like 
Hastings and Margate and Folkestone.” 

The South East England Tourist Board 
and later Leeds Castle came calling, with 
Mrs Matthews-Marsh taking up the roles 
of marketing director and then marketing 
and operations manager. 

Her time at Leeds Castle prepared her 
for her current role at Visit Kent and 
threw in a few A-list celebrities along the 
way. 

“In my time at Leeds Castle I gained 
good experience at how to run a business, 
learning about heritage and how to man¬ 
age a big budget. It was a wonderful expe¬ 
rience. I worked all kinds of crazy hours 
but I also got to meet the Prime Minister, 
who came for a conference, the Duke of 
York and Elton John. I even got to see 
Pavarotti perform live.” 

While Mrs Matthews-Marsh speaks 
fondly of her 20-year tourism career, she is 
more enthused about what the future 
holds. 

‘We’ll be spending a lot of time promot¬ 
ing rural Kent, which is very exciting,” she 
said. “We also have a new programme 
about showing how the county is a great 
place for art and culture. Looking further 
ahead, the anniversary of the Magna 
Carta is in 2015 and that has a lot of asso¬ 
ciations to Kent. 

“The sports team also has a number of 
events in the pipeline that we hope will 
come to fruition. There’s lots going on.”

A LANDMARK liquid gas deal 
will see £2 billion of fuel pass 
through the National Grid’s Isle 
of Grain terminal in the next 
three years. 

Energy suppliers Centrica signed a con¬ 
tract with Qatargas to buy 2.4 million 
tonnes of liquefied natural gas (LNG) - a 
tenth of Britain’s annual consumption. 

The long-term agreement is the first 
signed by a UK firm, with previous LNG 


deliveries bought per tanker on a fluctuat¬ 
ing “spot market”. 

But with LNG use in the UK set to rise 
from 15 per cent last year to 50 per cent by 
2025, more of the country’s energy giants 
are likely to follow suit. 

Centrica chief executive Sam Laidlaw 
said: “The UK is the largest gas consumer 
in Europe and one of the fastest growing 
markets for gas imports. LNG provides the 
UK with a bridge to major global gas 
reserves. This deal is of particular impor¬ 
tance and we hope that this will be the 
start of a longer-term working relationship. 

“The relationship between Qatar, the 
world’s leading LNG exporter, and the UK 


connects supplier and consumer nations. 
Securing gas supplies benefits our cus¬ 
tomers, underpins our business and pro¬ 
vides an important component of the UK’s 
long term energy security.” 

Prime Minister David Cameron, who saw 
the contract confirmed during a business 
tour of the Middle East, said: “I welcome 
the announcement by Centrica and 
Qatargas. This important agreement is 
good for Britain, good for our energy securi¬ 
ty, good for jobs and good for economic 
growth.” 

The last phase of expansion work at the 
Isle of Grain LNG terminal was completed 
last year at a cost of £310 million. 


The site now has a daily capacity of 59 
million cubic metres of gas - enough to sup¬ 
ply up to 12 million homes. 

Grain already has the largest tank capac¬ 
ity of any terminal in the UK and looks set I 
to be further developed. 

National Grid confirmed that a fourth 
phase of expansion was being discussed I 
and that additional capacity, should there I 
be sufficient market interest, could be ^ 
available from winter 2015/16. 

BP, E.on Ruhrgas and Sonatrach are I 
among the other customers to use the Isle I 
of Grain terminal. Centrica’s first Qatar-to- I 
Kent shipment under the new deal is J 
expected to arrive in June.

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Late bloomer Drury lapping

talks exclusively to midfielder 
Andrew Drury about his rise 
from non-league football with 
Kent clubs to rubbing shoulders 
with Jimmy Bullard at Ipswich 

WHILE Chris Smalling’s move from non¬ 
league football to Manchester United via 
Fulham made all the headlines last year, 
there was another rags to riches story that 
escaped largely under the radar during 
the January transfer window. 

Andrew Drury’s £150,000 move from Luton Town to 
Championship side Ipswich Town may not have been 
global news, but the former Sittingboume, and Gravesend 
& Northfleet, man’s dramatic rise up the football pyramid 
is no less noteworthy or impressive. 

Having cut his teeth in the depths of the non-league y W \ 
game with the Brickies and then the Fleet, the 27-year- 
old played for Lewes and then Stevenage in the Conference 
Premier, who he helped gain promotion to the Football 
League last season. However Drury, who boasts an FA 
Trophy winners’ medal, declined a chance to play League 
Two football against the likes of Gillingham this season - 
a club that had turned down the chance to sign the 
midfielder when Andy Hessenthaler was in charge with the 
Gills in the Championship - instead choosing to stay in the 
Conference with Luton Town. 

His displays as a combative midfielder hadn’t gone unno¬ 
ticed and when Paul Jewell took over the reins at Ipswich 
from Roy Keane at the end of last year, the former Wigan 
boss swooped to sign Drury in the transfer window on a 
two-and-a-half year deal.

Any questions about his ability to adapt to life in the 
Championship were quickly dispelled when Drury, who 
went to school at Fulston Manor in Sittingboume, put in a 
man-of-the-match performance on his Town debut in the 
1-1 draw with Hull City last month. It wasn’t enough to 
keep his place in the side, however, as Drury was replaced 
by Jimmy Bullard, himself a former Fleet player, for the 
games against QPR and Portsmouth. But he is hoping to 
have done enough in training and in a handful of substitute 
appearances to warrant an extended mn in the side. 

“When I signed [Jewell] just said he brought me in to play 
and for me to work as hard as I can,” he said. “There have 
been people playing in my position all season so it’s harder 
for me to break in, but if I keep playing well hopefully I’ll get 
my chance and it’s up to me to take it. 

“There is a big difference [playing in the Championship], 
it’s definitely more intense and you have to concentrate all 
the time because if you give the ball away in the 
Championship, teams will punish you a lot more than they 
would in the lower levels.” 

Drury said he was made aware of Ipswich’s interest 
during the transfer window, but Jewell wasn’t the only 
man interested in giving him an opportunity to play in the 
Championship, as Scunthorpe had lodged their interest, 
as did another unnamed club at that level. But for Drury, 
there was only one place he wanted to go. 

“I knew there were clubs interested in me and there were 
a couple of bids in for me from Championship clubs,” he said. 

“But when I knew Ipswich wanted me I told my agent that 
was the club I wanted to go to. I’d seen the training ground

and it’s just a big club that’s geared up to playing in the 
Premiership.” 

While some players might be caught up in the hype of a 
move to a club with such a rich history, the fact Drury has 
only been a professional footballer for the last three years 
means he’s likely to be more grounded than most. Up until 
signing for Stevenage in 2008, he had been playing semi- 
professionally and working part-time as a builder on the 
Isle of Sheppey. 

“I worked until I was 24 and I think that helps me appreci¬ 
ate waking up every day and being a professional footballer, 
going into training every morning and the lifestyle it brings,” 
he said. “I think I appreciate it more than perhaps some of the 
youngsters coming through nowadays.” 

And while he looks to finish off the season on a high with 
Ipswich, which he concedes looks likely to end up with them 
missing out on a play-off place, he insists he hasn’t forgotten 
the Fleet or Sittingboume and looks out for their results 
every week. Indeed hometown club Sittingboume is one 
close to his heart having started his career at Central Park

10 years ago in the old Beazer Homes league. Their current 
financial plight which is threatening their existence, is not 
lost on Drury, who expressed just how important a local foot¬ 
ball club is to a town. 

“Gravesend are doing well in Conference South, but 
Sittingboume are stmggling a bit which isn’t nice to see,” he 
said. “It would be nice if the town could got behind them a 
little more, people need to realise there is a football club in 
this town and they should be following them. I used to sup¬ 
port them as a kid and now they are only getting crowds of 
about 100 which is disappointing, especially with people 
working so hard to keep the club afloat. 

“If Sittingboume weren’t around then I don’t think I would 
be where I am today. I broke into the side when I was 17 
before moving on, but if Sittingboume isn’t there how are 
others going to make it? Hopefully something can be done to 
help them.” 

And as for his own career in football, there’s one place he 
wants to be playing. 

“I’ve got two-and-a-half years at Ipswich and I want to win 
stuff,” he said. “If we finish this season strongly then next 
season our goal will be promotion and we’ll give it a good go 
to get in the Premier League.”

A spontaneous attack 60 km into stage one of the Tour of South Africa helped

GLENN PEARSON how a lonely training schedule paved the way to victory

CYCLING can be a lonely sport, 
so it’s lucky that Kristian House 
enjoys his own company on the 
bike. The 31-year-old spent the 
off-season training in Austin, 
Texas, often alone, in prepara¬ 
tion for the 2011 campaign with 
his British-based Rapha Condor 
Sharp team. 

Despite taking “a bit of stick” from his 
team-mates, the training schedule, and 
more importantly riding alone, paid off 
handsomely in House’s first race of the 
season: the Tour of South Africa. The 
Canterbury-born rider retained the yel¬ 
low jersey he won on the first stage of 
the week-long tour, to finish more than 
two minutes ahead of second place in 
last Sunday’s final stage in Paarl, near 
Cape Town. 

Attack 

After marking several attacks at the 
start of the 154km opening stage, House 
attacked from deep 60km into the race 
and was joined by Czech rider Martin 
Blaha. The pair opened up a seven-minute 
gap on the bunch before House staged 
what proved to be a tour-winning attack. 

“It just happened that I got away in 
that move,” he said. “You’ll try 100 times 
to do the same thing and 99 times it won’t 
work, but I managed to get away. I was at 
the mercy of the bunch and I rode conser¬ 
vatively knowing that, but the guy I was 
with didn’t, he rode hard. It meant my 
legs were fresher on the hills and I ended 
up dropping him with 60km to go and did 
the last stretch on my own.” 

Seven minutes sounds like a long 
enough gap to win a race, but with a 
bunch - or peleton as it’s sometimes 
known - containing as many as 150 rid¬ 
ers working together, more often than not 
the lone man is reeled back shortly before 
the finish line. However, the 2009 British 
Road Race champion managed to stay 
away using his experience of riding alone 
for those lonely final kilometres to claim 
the yellow jersey. 

“It was still a long way to go so it was 
just a case of focusing on riding my bike 
and it then becomes more like training,” 
House said. “It wasn’t until with 25km to 
go and a six-minute gap that I thought I 
could do it and I upped the pace a bit. 

“It’s certainly given me a boost with 
[the win] coming so early in the season 


and helps justify my training this winter 
which I took a bit of stick over, as I spent 
some time riding on my own in Texas. 

“[The Tour of South Africa] is definitely up 


there with them. I’ve won the Tour of 
Tasmania before and a couple of other sim¬ 
ilar races, but in the context of when it was 
in the year and the way we won it; riding

from start to finish in the yellow jersey was 
most rewarding.” 

Winning the first race of the year has 
understandably given House a degree of 
confidence about a season ahead that will 
again be dominated by the one thing that 
has eluded him so far in the five years he 
has been road racing in Europe; a stage win 
at the Tour of Britain. 

It will be a tough call, with House’s Rapha 
team up against the big-spending teams 
such as Sky, Mark Cavendish’s HTC- 
Highroad and Saxo Bank-SunGuard, but 
with a tour win behind him, victory on 
British soil would be the icing on the cake. 

“Getting a stage of the Tour of Britain has 
been a goal for a long time now, hopefully 
the racing will be a bit different this year,” 
he said. “But winning the national jersey is 
another goal, as is the Tour of Japan and 
Normandie.”

Green light for eco-friendly series at Brands 



BRANDS Hatch has hosted all manner of race 
series throughout its history, but one new addi¬ 
tion to this year’s calendar promises to be truly 
groundbreaking, writes David Pritchard. 

The EV Cup will be the world’s first motor- 
sport championship based around zero emis¬ 
sion electric cars when it officially launches 
later this year. 

In a world of soaring petrol prices the attrac¬ 
tion of electric cars becomes ever-more obvious, 
but problems over the range and a lack of 
power have hindered developments in the past. 

Now rapidly advancing battery technology 
has solved many of the problems and the EV 
Cup is provisionally scheduled to begin in 
August, visiting Brands in November. 

Grahame Butterworth, EV Cup’s race direc¬ 
tor, believes it is nothing short of the future of 
motorsport. 

He said: ‘We are clearly on a very fast learn¬ 
ing curve and there’s a lot of development hap¬ 
pening all the time. I think there will be some 
very interesting racing and clearly electric 
cars are here to stay.” 

The series will feature two main classes, 


plus one for prototypes. The most eye-catching 
is the iRacer, which is due to have a top speed, 
electronically limited, of 115 miles per hour. 

With the sportscar still in development, I 
was driven round Brands at the recent season 
launch in the EV Cup’s other incarnation - the 
THINK City. 

Alongside all the other racing cars hurtling 


round Brands at the launch day, the hatchback 
looked out of place even before it was switched 
on. A production car made in Norway, even 
with the advertising stickers on the bodywork 
and a roll cage on the inside, it still looks 
more suitable for the school run rather than as 
a racer. 

It was still recharging, literally plugged in to 


a socket in the garage, when I gingerly got into 
the passenger seat. With it switched on the 
first thing to note was the noise, or lack of. 

Butterworth, my chauffeur for the next few 
minutes, said the championship is looking into 
playing music at the start of races to make up 
for the underwhelming sound of dozens of 
milk floats flooring it off the line. 

Despite the way it looked and sounded, the 
THINK City had impressive acceleration and 
appeared to handle like a scaled-up go-kart. 
Only on the straights, when the top speed was 
reached quickly, did it become obvious you 
were in something stretching the bounds of 
existing technology. 

The early races this year may not be much 
to look at, but the rate of development sug¬ 
gests electric motorsport could be a boom 
area in the next few years.

KENT’S financial results will 
again make for grim reading 
when they are sent out to 
the county’s membership early 
next week, with operating 
losses set to be slightly less 
than £500,000. 

A source revealed that the financial 
results to October 31, 2010, would 
be “awfully less” than the previous 
year’s £802,452, and while the figure, 
believed to be between £400,000 and 
£500,000, is still cause for concern, it is 
a marked improvement. 

Profit 

The accounts are also expected to show 
a profit of more than £4 million which is 
down to the sale of land at the club’s St 
Lawrence Ground in Canterbury, which 
it’s hoped will leave the county in a “rela¬ 
tively stable position moving forward”, 
according to a club insider. 

The trading losses from 2009 were 
swelled by the two pop concerts at St 
Lawrence, which saw the club lose more 
than £190,000, and while there is not 
expected to be any substantial losses of 
that ilk in the 2010 accounts, the football 
World Cup and a drop in attendances for 
Twenty20 cricket had an impact. 


Despite a drop in crowds for the 20-over 
game, Kent bosses are keen to see the 
same number of fixtures in the 2012 fix¬ 
ture list, and will oppose any plans to 
reduce that figure when a gathering of 
cricket chiefs reconvene later this month. 

If the number of Friends Provident 
t20 games is reduced to 10 from 
next season, it would prove a major 
blow to Kent. The county are hoping to 
maximise revenue this season with 


the introduction of floodlit cricket at 
St Lawrence, but with fewer t20 games 
from next summer, and with London 
hosting the Olympics, it could prove 
hugely damaging. 

A source said: “We want to see t20 as 
it is, if it were to drop it would hit our 
revenue dramatically. We’ve spent a 
small fortune on getting floodlights so it 
would be a blow to find out we could 
not use them as much as we had hoped.” 


Kent show will go on, 
vows boxing promoter 


Trials herald several 
potentials for county 


PROMOTER Mark Roe is refusing to panic 
despite the uncertainty surrounding the long- 
awaited Kent boxing show at Medway Park. 

The show is due to take place in less than 
two weeks’ time, on March 18, but Roe has yet 
to secure opponents for several fighters, 
including Chatham heavyweight Tom Dallas, 
who will top the bill. 

Having seen the show postponed three 
times last year after organisational and 
licensing difficulties, Roe is under pressure to 
deliver at the fourth attempt, but insists 
there will be no last-minute hitches this time. 

“A couple of bouts have fallen out and I’ll 
have to remake them, but I’m not panicking 
at this stage,” he said. ‘We’ve had two or three 
people pull out on us so we’ll have to up our 
game, so to speak. 

“At this stage, there’s no-one outside the 
top-10 [Dallas] could face and those fighters 
inside the top-10 want far too much money. 

“There is no-one in Britain for us because 
Tom is one of the biggest punchers in the 
heavyweight division, so we’re possibly look¬ 
ing at bringing in overseas fighters.” 

Roe accompanied Dallas to Poland this 
week after the 25-year-old was invited to spar 
with Albert Sosnowski, ranked inside the 
world’s top-20 heavyweights.

FIVE promising players have been invited to 
pre-season at Kent after impressing at a pub¬ 
lic trial last week.

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Fleet chief says player 
exodus is unavoidable 

Sonsara’s forecast grim news for boss Daish

EBBSFLEET United chairman 
Phil Sonsara has admitted there 
is “not a hope in hell” of manager 
Liam Daish keeping his playing 
squad together beyond the end of 
this season. 

For the last two seasons, Daish has seen 
his playing budget slashed as a result of 
decreasing membership renewals for the 
MyFootballClub website, which owns the 
north Kent club. 

Having pulled together a squad virtually 
from scratch last summer, Daish has got 
the Fleet knocking on the door of promo¬ 
tion back to Conference Premier, 12 
months after relegation from the 
same division. 

Now, though, with Sonsara on 
the verge of finalising budget 
figures for the 2011-12 season, it 
looks as though Ebbsfleet will 
once again be caught in the 
vicious cycle which has plagued 
them so much in recent times. 

“I want to be in a different situ¬ 
ation [to last year],” said 
Sonsara. “Before the end 
of the month, I want to 
have tied Liam down 
in terms of the play¬ 
ing and manage¬ 
ment budget. I’d 


love the [membership] numbers to be 
2,500, but they were around 1,700 at the 
end of February. 

“They’re a good bunch of players, they’ve 
enjoyed playing here this season and I 
think a number are ready to step up to big¬ 
ger clubs. Every smaller football club is 
subject to that because there’s a possibility 
the players could be offered more than 
what they’re on here. In all honesty, are we 
going to keep the whole team? Not a hope 
in hell.” 

Sonsara’s forecast may be realistic but it is 
unlikely to cheer many at Stonebridge Road. 
Earlier in the week, Daish reiterated his 
burning desire to keep his talented group of 
players together and buck the trend of hav¬ 
ing to build a new squad annually. 

“We’ve got a good side here, considering 
what happened in the summer,” he 
said. “I’d like to keep the side; 
that might be out of my 
hands, but you can’t keep 
producing teams. This is

a good side, the right age, a close-knit 
bunch, so I’d be very disappointed if they 
can’t be kept together. 

“If I haven’t got a chance of keeping them 
now, second in the league, gates still up, when 
am I going to have a chance?” 

Daish’s own future has yet to be set¬ 
tled, with his contract expiring at the 
end of the season. Should the Fleet 
achieve promotion from Conference 
South, Sonsara has drafted a larger 
budget plan, incorporating the greater 
sponsorship revenue Conference 
Premier status would bring. 

“I have some fine-tuning to do, but I 
want it done by the end of this 
month,” Sonsara said. “I’m not 
sure which way to go yet. 
We either determine a fig¬ 
ure for Liam in terms of 
his pay or we say Lere’s 
a total pot for the play¬ 
ers and management.”

History back to 

Domesday Book 



Tiffenden Manor, near Tenterden

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T he Barn is on the North 
Downs in an area designated 
as of special landscape 
interest and outstanding natural 
beauty with a 13th-century church 
and village pub close by.
